On the evening of 11-26 SAC Maynor was requested to determine 
the identities of the IS individuals who obtained Mexican tourist visas 
at the Mexican Consulate in New Orleans on 9-17-63 , the same date Oswald 
obtained his tourist visa. New Orleans was requested to have these in- 
dividuals interviewed to see if they had any information concerning 
Oswald and any information concerning Oswald's travel to Mexico and ac- 
tivities there. SAC Maynor was instructed that the interviews should be 
completed and the results reach the Bureau by 11-27. 

In conversations with ASAC Sylvester and SAC Maynor on the even- 
ing of 11-26 and the morning of 1127, New Orleans was requested to attempt 
to definitely determine the whereabouts of Oswald on 9-18. It is noted 
that a source of CIA has stated that Oswald was at the Cuban Consulate 
in Mexico City on this date. At approximately 10 AM on the morning of 
11-27 , SAC Maynor and ASAC Sylvester advised that investigation to that 
time had determined that in addition to obtaining his tourist visa at 
the Mexican Consulate on 9-17, Oswald had gone to the Unemployment Bureau 
and filled out the necessary form to obtain unemployment compensation 
and this is normally mailed to the recipient by check a few days later. 

The inference is that possibly Oswald remained in New Orleans to re- 
ceive this check, but New Orleans has not definitely established that he | 
was in this city on 9-18. However, a check of airlines has failed to re-j 
veal any passenger by the name of Oswald or his known aliases flying to kL 
Mexico or Latin America^ on 9-17, 18 or 19 and our investigation and 
previous investigation has indicated that Oswald was in Mew Orleans 
through 9-24. New Orleans is continuing expedite investigation to try 
and definitely place him in New Orleans on 9-18 to eliminate the possi- 
bility he may have left to go to Mexico City and then returned.

Chief Justice Warren told the Commission that they should strive to have 
their hearings completed and the findings made public prior to July, 1964, when the 
Presidential campaigns will begin to get hot. He stated it would be unfair to present 
the findings after July, 1964. 

Several members of the Commission indicated that Oswald's handwritten 
statements in the exhibits section of the report should be typed out for clearer pe< ;sal. 
Rankin was instructed to contact our liaison man, Ins^ctor Malley, in this regard. 

'.There was no criticism of the FBI at yesterday's meeting. There were 
no allegations made by any one^ including the Chief Justice, that the FBI had leaked 
portions of this report. I again went over very carefully with Congressman Ford the 
fact the FBI had not had any "leaks" whatsoever. I told him we were well aware that the 
Department had done considerable talking; furthermore, it now appeared somewhat 
obvious that members (rf the Commission were beginning to leak the report. I referred 
to this week's issue of "Newsweek" magazine which contains a rather clear analysis 
of the report. I told Congressman Ford thdt "Newsweek" was owned by the "Washington 
Post" and that apparently some erne was trying to curry favor. I told him we, of course. 
did not get along very well with either the "Washington Post" or "Newsweek. H

1. On l6 December I963 a representative of your Bureau requested 
clarifying Information about certain Soviet nonenclature believed to 
refer to a firearm once possessed In the Soviet Union by Lee OSWALD. 
From the Information jiven to us, we gathered that it was extracted 
from some kind of identification card Issued to OSWAIJ) and possibly 
found in his effects. Ibe nomenclature was as follows:

Firm - Manufacturer: IZHK-^9 (also given as IZBETSK»K 99) 

Caliber: I6 N 64621 

We were asked to detenslne what kind of weapon this might be. You 
surmised that it was probably a I6 gauge single-barrel shotgun. 

2. Our Soviet nterlel experts believe that it is indeed a 16 

gauge single-barrel shotgun. It was probably manufactured in the town 
of Izhevsk, coordinates N ^6^ 9I' ^ 13'* It vas probably made 

in factory No. 622, which is known to make small arms like pistols and 
carbines. There are two other arms factories in Izhevsk: No. ^2k 

which makes light and heavy machine guns, and No. 74 which makes sub- 
machine guns and anti-aircraft guns. It is believed that IZHK stands 
for Izhevsk, 99 is the model year (perhaps meaning the year in which 
the model was first produced, but possibly meaning the year of manu- 
facture.) The caliber is I6, and the serial number of the weapon is 
N 64621.

1. Ve should understand that my ccBBoents vhlch follow are 
not based solely on the thesis that OSWALD vas specifically 
dispatched to aurder our President. The very real possibility 
also exists that OSWALD vas sent here on another nlsslon by the 
KGB and subsequently accomplished the deed on his own Initiative 
However, such a possibility does not sake the KGB less culpable 
as the seeds for OSWALD'S act laist have been planted while he 
vas being trained in the USSR for his other mission. Ve ml^t 
first examine the question uppermost in the minds of most 
Americans, "What did the USSR have to gain by killing the 
President? " I believe ve can make a good case as to the precise 
gains accrue -ing to the USSR and most specifically accrueling to 
KHRUSHCHEV. The assassination of President Kennedy vould 
accomplish the following for KHRUSHCHEV personally; 


a. Western pressure behind the leadership of the USA 
vould automatically ease up. Witness President Johnson's immediate 
conciliatory telegram to KHRUSHCHEV, after the murder. We mi^it 
mention that the USA vas the chief proponent for not extending 
long range credits to the USSR. Extension of long range credits 
is vital to the USSR at this Juncture. 


b. This leads us into the most pressing problem vlthln 
the USSR. The West persistently underrates the extent of the 
Soviet internal situation. It vas my prediction that as a result 
of the mismanagement of the I 963 harvest and the CHICOM arguments 
that KHRUSHCHEV vould resign during the upcoming December plenum 
of the CoBBunlst Party of the USSR. Our President's death thus 
effectively diverts the Soviets' attention from their internal 
problems. It directly affects KHRUSHCHEV'S longevity. 


c. In the Cuban sltTiatlon any USA or Cuban expatriate 
actions against Cuba vill not be tainted by the fact that these 
are vengeful acts against Cuba because of OSWALD'S Talr Play 
for Cuba" associations. Obviously the Soviets properly intezpret 
our situation in that President JCBHSC91 vill restrain any planned 
Interventions in Cuba for a long tine. 


d. A more amenable America vill strengthen KHRUSHCHEV'S 
hand In his running battle vlth the CHICCMS . He vill thus have 
another reEison to say his fom of peaceful eoesdstence is superior 
to that of the CHICOMs' .

e. Caocelvably any of President KENNEDY'S planned 
actions to get even more firm with the Soviets during the pre- 
election year are thiis sabotaged by the President's murder. 

f. ^e Soviets cibvlously understood that the death 
of President KENNEDY would result In the emergence of DeGAULLE 
as a strong Vesten leader. DeGAULLE of course says "vhat's 
good for Prance Is not necessarily bad for the USSR . " 

g* nie death of President KENNEDY removes a popular 
rallying point for our allies. Furthezmore, and more pertinent, 
his death removes a symbol for Soviet intellectuals who have 
Inevitably made Invidious cooQ>arl8ons between their own intellectual 
desert and the flowering of the cuts under the KENNEDYs. ^e 
problem of the Intellectuals In the USSR should not be Interpreted 
as the leeist of KHRUSHCHEV'S Internal problems. We must recall 
that beginning with Lenin, Intellectuals have provided the Ingpetus 
for revoluti on In the USSR and they coaprise one of the three 
balls KHRUSHCHEV must constantly juggle— the Intellectuals, 
the Party and the MUlteury. 

h. If the USSR has any ambitious aims In manipulating 
U. S. public opinion their murder of President KENNEDY would serve 
to exacerbate the present differences between the radical left 
and rl^t In America. In fact the USSR propaganda machine began 
to say the murder was committed by the radical rl^t eis soon ais 
the deed was done and before OSWALD was captiired. 

1. Finally, the death of President KENNEDY, whether 
a planned operation or not, will serve the most obvious ptorpose 
of providing proof of the power and osnlsclence of the KGB. 

Ihls application of sheer terror could be Intezpreted as a warning 
to Russia's own eltlsens, as the Soviet intelligence servlees 
have suffered soaie very real reverses recently with PENKOVSKY, 
GOLITSIN'S defection, their Ignominious expulsion from the Congo, 
etc. I have long predicted that the USSR would take some drastic 
action to halt the rapid erosion of their security. 

2* Can we briefly view the 06WA1D operation as a mounted 
KGB operation to kill the President? What are the essential 
Ingredients? 


a. The KGB had some three years to assess OSWALD in 
the USSR* Laymen will dqprecate the value that the KGB attaches 
to such on the spot assessment. They may also say that OSWAID 
was a nut and properly would not be entrusted with such an 
operation by the KGB. However, the KGB properly knows that 
historically most assassins have been unbalanced maladjusted 
types. 




1). In such an operation the KGB could not use a Soviet 
citizen thouc^ the very real possibility exists that OSWALD vas 
assisted hy a Soviet illegal of the KGB 13th Departaient. Sticking 
to essentials — It vas a good plan that did succeed . 

c. OSWALD did escs^ from the hook bu ildin g. 

d. He did get to a theater vhlch could have been his 
point of contact with his Illegal case officer. Cert ainl y ve 
knov the KGB's penchant for using theaters for meeting places. 

e. After bis arrest, vhlch vas only due to his \m> 
fortunate encounter vlth Policeman TIPPET, OSWALD did res iain 
silent. Hov like the behavior of Col. ABEH^veis his behavior in 
this regard. 

3 . Also the very real possibility exists that the KGB 
intended to ll(];uidate OSWALD after he did the Job. His meeting 
in the theater was probably for Just such a llquidatlcn or re- 
moval from the scene. In BUBI^s part in the operation ve must 
recognize the possibility tha' WJRlTOY vas also a KGB hatchet man. 

Looking at the bare essentials of his part in the operation ve^ 
see the following: ^ * \ 

a. RUBY access to the police station. Reports 
say he personally knew most policemen. 

b. He successfully silenced 06WAU). 

c. RUBY remains silent and bis cover is holding tip. 

d. He has a good legend of teoporary insanity. 

e. He a reasonable chance to escape the death sentence. 

i'h«> undersigned mi£^t be better (jualifled to comment on 
the 06WAU) aspects of this ease if ve knew the following about 
his activities prior to his departure to the USSR: (a., b., 

and c. below offer three possible answers to the giuestlon, "Why 
did he go to Moscow?" 

a. First, 06WAID vas a seif •made Marxist or Connunlst 
who decided to go on his own; that is, he made this decision 
by himself and prompted by no one. He possibly was looking for 
a better life vlthout knowing What the Soviet Union really is. 

b. Second, alter OSWAID's discharge as an "undesirable" 

from the Marines, he found in a difficult and unpleasant 

situation: is It possible that In this situation he vas noticed 

by a spotter or recruiter for the Illegals or some other depeurt- 
ment vas considered as a possible candidate for use or 
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recruitment? Ibe full infomaticzi about 06WAID vas sent to MOscov^ 
and on Moscow's order an Investigation of OSWALD vas mde axid 
there followed a decision to "Invite'' him to Moscow. Using the 
vord "Invite", the undersigned has In mind that some agents or 
recruiters throng conversations with OSWALD, but without 
actually suggesting the trip Itself, Inspired OSWAID to travel 
to the USSR. And, In this case, It Is possible that someone gave 
him some financial assistance aM sonte advice on how to do this. 

c. Third, OSWALD went to Moscow, or was sent to Moscow, 
by some pro<-Sovlet, pro-Cosnunlst, pro-Cuban organlzatlon(s) , 
having In mind that he would stay In the Soviet Union for a few 
years, leaznlng more shout the Soviet Union end receiving In- 
structions for future operations, eictlvltles, etc. 

5 . Knowing for sure that the Soviets never give a visa 
without maldng an Investigation of the person making the 
application, we have to our own Investigation of the following 
questions ; 


a. When did OSWALD first begin to e^^ress his wish 
to go to the Soviet Union? 

b. To whom did he talk, whom did he contact at this 
early time, and how much time elapsed between these talks and 
contacts and his application? 

c. How, when and throu^ whom did OSWAID get his 
Soviet visa? 

d. How long did it take for him to get the visa? 

e. Who personally gave the visa to OSWAID? We must 
know If the person at the I^assy who talked to OSWAID was a 
KGB employee. 

f . When and how did OSWALD travel to the USSR (air, 
sea; throng which countries; in which countries, ^ any, did 
he stops; how long were such stops)? 

6 . Together with the above, it is very Important to know of 
OSWALD'S circumstances before hls trip to the USSR* Who knew 
In advance that he was going and Who knew that he had gone: 
Mother, brother, relatives, friends, neighbors, girl friends, 
boy friends, old buddies, etc? To whom did OSWAID say goodbye 
before he left for the USSR: personally or by telephone, by 
medl? Did he ever ask anyone any questions on traveling to the 
USSR? Whom? 








7< OSWALD in Moscofv. When OSWALD arrived in Moecov, he vas 
under observation, investigation and ccnplete control by the KGB. 

In this particular case, under the Second Chief Directorate (Cl). 
Being under the control of the KGB, at the same time he vas under 
heavy investigation directed at answering the question of irtiy this 
stupid American had cone to the USSR (it doesn't make any difference 
whether they Imew in advance about OSWALD or not; anyway, they 
would conduct such an investigation) . Every possible bit of Infor* 
nation was taken fron OSWALD about the USA, especially about his 
service in the Marine Coxps, etc. At the sane time, OSWALD was 
under constant observation and study for possible future use by 
the Soviet Intelligence and Cl services. 

6. It should be noted here that any foreigner, especially 
an American, who arrives in the USSR for permanent or prolonged 
stay cG.ways is examined by the Soviet State Security as a possible 
candidate for futvire use (special training and recruitment) within 
the USA or other countries (but against the USA) . After a good 
study and investigation whl^ continues about six months in Moscow, 
under normal financial support ^n^n^ 1 mTm comfort from the KGB, 
the KGB makes its conclusions: that OSWALD is clear is who 

he claims to be and that he might possibly be used or useful for 
Soviet Intelligence or Cl Service. ROTE: the vaidersigned be- 

lieves that during his (OSWALD'S) first few months in Moscow, 
additional inquiry and investigation of OSWALD vas going on 
throu^ the Soviet Bnbassy in Washington and throu^ Soviet agent 
networks in the USA and possibly throu^ pro-Soviet and pro- 
Communlst organizations within the USA. 

9* After being a few weeks or months in Moscow, OSWALD 
e^qpressed a wish to stay forever in the Soviet Union and to be 
a Soviet citizen. !lhen the KGB said to him: "If you really 

want to be a Soviet citizen axid serve the Coomunlst cause, you 
must denounce American Isiperiallsm and American citizenship." 
Therefore, somewhere in this period, OSWALD vent to the U. S. 

Bnbassy and renounced his U. S. citizenship. After this act 
State Security decided to give OSWALD some kind of Job In 
accordance with his knowledge and capabilities, at the same time 
continuing to study him as a potential agent. 

10. Because to make a good agent takes a long time and 
because OSWAID vas Impatient —md because he had not yet been 
given Soviet citizenship— the KGB decided not to make of him a 
good agent, but did not break relations with him and decided to 
use him In a more or less open way. 

11. When OSWAID shoved some dissatisfaction about the 
Soviet way of life (it is usual for Americans) —and by this time 
OSWALD had already wet his girl friend (the KGB probably helped 
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him to find her— to make him happy and to make aure that he vould 
not leave the Soviet Union)— the KQB at the same time continued 
to train him, prohahly in the vay of an old-fashioned Marxist, 
telling him that he vould he a good fighter against Inqp erlal lsts 
and against American millionaires , such as RCXTKEFEII^R, KENNEDY 
and others. And scoevhere here, vhlle in this kind of training, 
a lov level case officer of State Security told him that to have 
a better life in the U. S. you have to fl^t very hsord to hury 
capitalism, as our Nikita Sergeyevich says; together vlth 
capitalism, you have to hury all the millionaires, including your 
first heast and hlook-sucker, KENNEDY (NOTE: this Is not a tall 

story; It Is the vay in vhlch State Security operates vlth the 
sti^ld Marxists and vlth naive foUovers of the Commanlst move- 
msnt) . If on a high level vithln the KCB It vas decided that 
there Is nothing good In OSWALD and that he Is Just a naive 
American that he could not he relied upon fully, hut that 
nonetheless he could he used because he Is for our cause and Is 
against ce^ltallsm in general, then the foUoving vould have 
been suggested— after OSWALD already had eusked pezmlsslon to 
return to the USA: OSWALD vas told to he a good fighter against 

capitalism and to secure your Soviet citizenship, you must shov 
yourself as a good fighter for the Coomunlst cause Inside the USA; 
then, ve give you permission because ve believe you are a strong 
Marxist to return to the USA and to do soaiethlng for our common 
cause, such as to help any American pro-Sovlet organizations or, 
for Instance, become a member of a Free Cuba Committee or In 
ease of crisis to do something outstanding— that vlU he noticeable 
everywhere— that vlU prove that you are a real Coomunlst. nien, 
Boctevhere here. If he vas already a Soviet agent or not, the girl 
shoved up, or she vas there before, hut by this time she vas 
preg^nant OSWALD decided to go to the USA. Then he vas told. 
After this talk, OSWALD shouted— vfaere is your freedom? She Is 
my vlfe, ve have a child, and I vould like to go. If he did 
make a big noise, they decided to let him and her go; or If he 
already vas a trained agent, then vlthout any kind of noise on 
bis part, but vlth some difficulties, permission vas granted for 
her to go vlth him. ^ , rj 

12. Looking at the vlfe of^ CSWAII). ve should have in mind 
that she vas still is an agent or at least a lov-level Infor- 
mant of the KGB. If she vas not before she met OSWAID, she became 
BO after the second day she met him. ^Hils Is the regulation in 
State Security on hov to handle forelg{nerB--lt makes no difference 
whether they are Cossnunlsts or not. 

13 . investigation of OSWALD'S vlfe should be undertaken 

as soon as possible, vlth special attention being paid the questions 
to foUov:

a. First, vho is she? Her education, profession, age, 
family background. Party affiliation (Komsomol membership) • 

If she vas a member of the Komsomol, then the Komsomol organization 
viU take any steps possible against her traveling to the U. S< 
Also, she must be e:g;>elled from the Komsomol, and then she auto- 
matically vould be considered a mesiber of the Umperialist Camp* 
Then, if she vas a member of the Kosisomol and this action did 
not take place, it vas because of KSB interference against such 
action. The same action vould relate to any of her relatives— 
father, mother, brothers .... if they vere steoibers of the CPSU 
or Komsomol. 


b. To vhich offices vas she invited before and after 
their marriage? If she vas invited to some official Soviet offices, 
and if these offices asked her not to marry a foreigner and not to 
go vlth him, then probably she vas not a memiber of the Komsomol 

Anfl she did it on her own vlU; but if she ansvers that no one 
invited her to such offices, then the whole job vas done by the 
KCzB— smoothly and quietly, with no talk going around about it. 

c. Vho helped her and how many times to write papers 
for the Soviet Ministry of Foreign Affedrs to say that she 

married an American citizen euid vould like to go with him to 
the USA? If it was done a few times and with great difficulties, 
then probably it was done only with a little help from the KGB. If, 
however, the papers were prepared only once and permission was 
granted alter only a few months' wait, then everything was done 
by the KGB. (According to the American newspapers, her application 
for permission to come to the U. S. vas processed very easily and 
q;ulckly.) 


d. Vhen and where did they register their marriage? 

Vho vere the witnesses to that marriage? How many relatives and 
friends (of wife) were present at the wedding and celebration. 

Vhat of gifts did they receive at the time of marriage and 
from whom? Vhere did they take \?p residence after marriage? Were 
they given an apartment, or a room? And in what nelc^bozhood? 

e. Where did her husband, 06WAID, work? In What factory? 
What vere his hours of work? How long did he spend in Moscow be- 
fore he vent to Minsk? Vho chose Minsk— did he or did someone else? 

f . Vho vere her husband's friends? From vhat circles? 
Workers? Intelleetuals? 

g. Row many times vere she and her husband— while they 

lived together— invited to the police stations or any other Soviet 
goveznaent offices, together or separately? (ROTE: There is no 

other office than the KGS vhich vould make such an invitation. It 
meikes no difference if they vere agents or not . ) 





h. How smart (intelligent) is she? Does she really 
speak no English? Is her English better than she shows or 
better than it should be after being here only two years? Or 
worse? 

i. What does she say about life in the Soviet Uni o n ? 

J. Did her husband have a gun while he weis in the 
Soviet Ifiiian? If so, how does she know about it? When did he 
get it? Did he have special permission to carry a gun? Did he 
bring this gun with his acTOSS the border? For your information, 
nobody carries a gun in the USSR without the KGS eventually 
leeuming of it. Least of all an American. 

k. Who gave financial help to them before they left 

the Soviet Uhlcn? (NOTE: For a regular worker in the Soviet 

Union, it is impossible to save enou^ money to buy a ticket and 
make any of preparations to go abroad.) 

l. Who gave instructions to OSWALD to ask for 
financial assistance at the American Embeissy upon his return to 
the USA? 

m. Was their first child bom in Russia-baptized in 
the USSR? If so, in what church? Whose idea was it? Did they 
baptize their second child, bom in the U. S.? 

n. If OSWALD never had a permanent Job here in the 
USA, then who was going to finance his next trip to the USSR? 

How much did his wife know about his plan to return to the USSR 
via Cuba? 


lU. Hie Investigation of the wife should be made step 
by step, keeping in never forgetting that 06WAZ£ as 

well as she herself were uxider constant observation and with 
constant eontaets with organs of the ESB. Without such 
observation and contacts with organs of the KQB, no foreigner 
can live within the Soviet Union. 

1^. In any Investigation of this ease, we should not lose 
the initiative, la view of the extraordinary circumstances 
surrounding this case, the IBI, through the Department of State, 
could logically request that the USSR provide all 

available info on OSWALD'S story in the USSR and the purpose 
of his visit to the Soviet Bnbassy in Mexico City. A friendly 
nation can be eapected to honor such a request. We ni^t learn 
a great deal from the Soviet reply.

indicated that one’LES, HAR'/3Y 03 /ALD had entered Mexico on 
September 23, 13G3 , at Nuevo Laredo, Tamaulipas, and had 
departed Mexico at the same place on October 3, 13S3. Source 
subsequently on November 2<. , 1563, m.ade available a copy of 
the Mexican Tourist Card (Form FM-8) used for the entry of - 
this person into Mexico. The foiiowinc; information was noted^/V] 
from the copy of the card: ^ 

The Tourist Card bears Wo. 24085 and was issued on 
September 17, 1963, by the Mexican Consulate General in 
New Orleans, Louisiana. As noted above, it was issued in the 
name of LEE, HARVEY 0S.7ALB. It would appear that the comma 
was placed on the card in error inasmuch as the signature 
appearing on the original and duplicate portions of the card 
is LEE K, 0S.7ALD. 0S7ALD listed his profession as ’’photographer," 
stated he was 23 years of age and married, and presented a 
birth certificate in proof of his citizenship. The card was 
valid for a single journey to Mexico for a period of fifteen days^<^ 
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According to rubber stamp impressions appearing on 
both the original and the duplicate copy of the Tourist Card , 
OSWALD was admitted at Nuevo Laredo on September 26, 1S63 , by a 
Mexican Immigration Service employee named HELIO TUEXI MAYDON. 

A rubber stamp impression on the original of the Tourist Card 
indicated that he departed Mexico at Nuevo Laredo on October 3^ 
1363, his departure having been handled by Mexican Immigrat ion/j^] 
Service employee named ALBERTO ARZAMENDI CHAPA. 7\'^ 

By way of general information, Mexican Tourist Cards 
are issued in duplicate. The duplicate copy of the card is 
picked up at the time of entry into Mexico of the bearer of 
the card. The latter retains the original of the card until 
departure from Mexico, at which time the original is picked up 
at the port of departure. Both the original and the duplica^ 
copy of the card are stamped at the port of entry and in 
addition the original is stam.ped at the port of departure. ^ 

A second source advised on November 26, 1963, that 
0S.7ALD had apparently resided at a small second class hotel 
called the Hotel Del Comercio, located at Calle Sahagun 19 
in Mexico City. This source stated that the registry book of 
the hotel contained an entry indicating that on September 27, 
1962, one LEE, HARVEY 03.7ALD, proceeding from the USA (Texas), 
a photographer and a U. S. citizen, had registered at the hotel. 
No home address was given for this person. The source commented 
that the original entry in the registry book was apparently made 
by OSWALD and that the handwriting of the name appeared to 
resemble the handwriting of the signature of LEE K. OSWALD on 
the Mexican Tourist Card mentioned above.

The source advised that inquiry at the hotel reflected 
that the name of OSWALD continued to be carried in the registry 
book as a guest at the hotel through October 1, 1963. According 
to information source obtained from the manager of the hotel, 
GUILLERMO GARCIA LUNA, OSWALD paid his bill on October 1, 1963, 
this payment including the night of October 1, and presumably 
OSVv’ALD stayed at the hotel that night and departed on October 2, r 
1363, although the hotel manager and the only two other employee^ 
of the hotel, a desk clerk and a maid, had no independent *^7 

recollection on this point. 

The source said also that these three persons vaguely 
recalled OSVLJjD having been at ^^e hotel after a photograph of

0S7ALD was exhibited to then, but could furnish no information 
concerning his outside activities while a guest at the hotel. 
The manager advised the source that the hotel records failed /j' 
to reflect that OS 7ALD had made any long distance telephone ' 
calls while a guest there. 




On November 28, 1S63 , the confidential source abroad 
mentioned above made available a copy of a bus manifest of a 
company called Transportes Frontera. This manifest covered a 
trip of a bus of the company which departed Mexico City on 
October 2, 1S63 , for Nuevo Laredo. According to the source, 
this bus had a scheduled departure tine of 1:0C p.m. from 
Mexico City on October 2, 19S3, and a scheduled arrival time 
at Nuevo Laredo of 6:00 a.m. on October 3, 1963. The passenger 
listed as occupying seat 4 on this manifest was "OSV7ALD," no 
first npjcie given. The destination of this individual was given 
as Laredo. 

The manifest listed the chauffeurs on this particular 
Ibus trip as FRANCISCO SAUCEDO and DIONISIC REYNA. On 
|Dece-ber 3 , 1963 , a source advised that on that date he had 
.ocated and interviewed these two chauffeurs with the following 
Ire suits ;

FRANCISCO SAUCEDO VELEZ, home address Martin Carrera 
[935 ioniette , Interior 6, Colonia Hidalgo, Monterrey, Nuevo 
c-on , Mexico, advised that it was his recollection that on 
the trip mentioned above he drove almost the entire distance 
from Mexico City to Monterrey inasmuch as the relief driver, 
IdIONICI^HEYNA'^AZ , Is an elderly nan and was quite tired. 

]He said that REYNA PAZ slept most of the way from MejjicP City 
to Monterrey and that upon arrival in Monterrey REYNA PAZ 
remained there, SAUCEDO driving the remainder of the trip 
from Monterrey to Nuevo Laredo without the company of REYNA 
PAZ. It was SAUCEDO 's recollection that the bus actually 
arrived in Nuevo Laredo at about 6:45 a.m. on October 3, 1863. 

Photographs of OS*,VALD were exhibited by the source 
to SAUCEDO, and the latter advised that he had no recollection 
of OS'/ALD having been on the bus on the October 2-3 trip from 
Mexico City to Nuevo Laredo. SAUCEDO pointed out that he and 
other bus drivers ordinarily pay little attention to the 
identities of passengers riding aboard their busses and that

it would not have been unusual that 0S.7/.LD did not come to his 
attention. He also stated that seats 2 and 4 are usually 
reserved for the use of the relief driver in order that he 
could stretch out and get some sleep during the trip. He 
felt that 03 /ALD probably occupied a seat further back in th^ 
bus, even though he was listed on the manifest as occupying/^ 
seat 4. 




DIONISIO REYNA FAZ , Capitan Aguilar 5C7 Norte, 
Monterrey, corroborated to the source the information 
furnished the latter by SAUCEDO. REYNA PAZ was unable to 
recognize 037ALD from the photographs exhibited to him by 
the source. A, 

Investigation to date has failed to establish the 
means of travel utilized by 03 7ALD from Nuevo Laredo to Mexico 
City. The December 3, 1333, issue of the western edition of 
the "New York Times" contained on page 4 a story concerning 
0S7ALD's visit to Mexico. This story., datelined December 2 
at Mexico City, was written by PETERyKlHSS. At one point in 
the story it was stated that OSWALD 't'ool: a 2:3C p.m. bus on 
Thursday, September 26, from Nuevo Laredo for the 750-mile 
trip scheduled to end at Mexico City on Friday, September 27. 

It was inferred that this trip was made on a Transportes 
Frontera bus. KIHSS has advif^d that this information was 
furnished to him by one LUCK^^-taOPEZ , a clerk in the Transportes 
Frontera office in Mexico City. KIH35 said" LOPEZ had told him 
the Ministry of Gobernacion (Interior) had gotten this informa- 
tion from the Nuevo Laredo office of the bus company. 





It is to be noted that sources i 

have indicated that investigation to date 

Nuevo Lareao and Mexico City has failed to uncover any 
information regarding OSV/ALD's travel from Nuevo Laredo to 
Mexico City. 

ACTIVITIES OF 0E.7/JLD IN MEXICO CITY 




Another U. G. Government agency is in possession of 
the following information, which coincides with the time when 
OS.JALD was in Mexico City and which is believed to have scxne 
bearing on his activities in Mexico City. 
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According to the confWential soUrce abroad mentioned 
at the outset, SILVIA:^IRADO DE/aURAN , a Mexican citizen 
employ ed at the Cuban Consulate in Mexico City , was detained /, 
for 'que'strtonlng by Mexican authorities on November 23, 1963. 

The source reported that on interview by the Mexican authorities 
DURAN stated she has sympathized with the Cuban movement since 
its inception, that she had wcrlred as Coordinator of the 
Mexican-Cuban Institute of Cultural Relations, and that as a 
result she became acquainted with various functions of the 
Cuban Embassy and Consulate in Mexico City. She stated that 
she and her husband had visited Cuba in December j 1961. About 
four months ago she started working as secretary of the Cuban 
Consula^ General in Mexico City. She first, worked with Cpnsul/^fy 
EUSEBIO^VAZCUE and more recently with ALFREDC^MIRABAtjffilAZ fK) 'P 


DURAN stated that, on learning of the assassination /, 
of President KENNEDY and later that it appeared that his 
assassin was LEE HARVEY 0S;7ALD, she recalled the latter 
immediately as a person who some two months before had appeared 
at the Cuban Consulate at Mexico City to apply for a Cuban 
transit visa for use in connection v/ith travel to Russia. She 
said she recalled him immediately because of the fact that 
publicity mentioned that OS;VALD was a member of the Fair Play 
for Cuba Committee and was married to a Russian. She stated /7, 
that she checked the files of the Cuban Con^la^a and verifiea^ 
that she was thinking of the right person, f 


DURAN went on to state that the Cuban transit visa 
was denied to OS’VALD, it being explained to him by the Cuban 
Consulate that in order to obtain such a visa it was necessary 
for him to first obtain a Soviet visa from the D88H Consulate. 
She said it was pointed out to OS’.^ALD that there might be a 
delay of some four months in his obtaining the Soviet visa.

STORY Of GILBERTO NOLASCO ALVARADO UGARTE 



On Nov^ber 25, 1S63 , a Nicaraguan citizen , GILBERTO 
NOLASCO y^VARADOTiUGARTE , born January 31, 1940, In Ciudad Rama, 
Departamento Zelaya, Nicaragua, made contact with the American 
Embassy in Mexico City. Interviews of ALVARADO on thit 
subsequent dates disclosed the following information; 




ALVARADO entered Mexico illegally from Guatemala on 
August 29, 19S3. He came to Mexico City and subsequently 
made contact with EDELBER'TO'T^RRSS , a Nicaraguan Conunist 
residing in Mexico City. Out of this contact grew a plan for 
ALVARADO to %'ravel to Cuba to study guerrilla warfare tactics. 

He was to be furnished false documentation as a Mexican citizen 
through the Cuban Consulate in Mexico City. In connection 
with his proposed travel to Cuba and his obtaining of fraudulent 
Mexican documentation, ALVARADO said he had occasion to visit ^ / 
the Cuban Consulate in Mexico City several different times,

Alleged Visit of Lee H. Oswald to San Reno, Italy, aboard U.S. 
Destroyer. 



On or about Deoeaber 6, 1963, a transient Aaerican tourist 
roughtytothe Consulate a destitute British subject naaed 
Cecili a XnC raer , because she had an odd story of an experience 
in San Remo on or about October 1. 



The story any be suaaariBed as follows: Mrs. Faraer 

^emphatically stated that she had scolded two Aaerican sailors 
jUnho were sitting on a flowerbed along the seawall at San Reno 
on or about October 1. One of these sailors reportedly gave his 
name as Lee H. Oswald and boasted of bis recent trips to Havana 
and Moscow. In the ensuing conversation of over one hour, Mrs. 
Farmer claims she learned of the political opinions of these 
sailors and accompanied them to a waiting U.S. destroyer anchored 
at that time Just outside the port of San Remo. 


This account with considerable embellishments was transmitted 
by the Principal Officer at this post to Commander Paul A. Adams, 
Chief of Intelligence on the USS Sixth Fleet. Commander Adams 
undertook to check the movements of U.S. Navy vessels in Italian 
ports at that time and by a recent letter indicated that no units 
of the Sixth Fleet were in San Remo during the period September 15 
through October 15, 1963. 


In two subsequent visits to the Consulate Mrs. Farmer, who mow 
lives in a small hotel on the rue de Strasbourg in Cannes, changed 
the date of her alleged interview to Hovember 1. However, in 
view of the considerable doubt on the veracity of any part of her 
account it is deemed unnecessary to further check with Commander 
Adams as to whether any U.S. Havy units went to San Reno during the 
latter half of October.

OSWALD'S FIRST APPEARANCE AT THE ANBKICAN EMBASSY, MOSCOW, 

IN OCTOBER. 1959; 

On 10-31-59 Oswald appeared at the Anerican Enbassy* 

Moscow, and inforned a Consular Officer that he wished to renounce 
his Anerican citizenship and that he had applied to becone a 
citizen of the Soviet Union. He presented nis Anerican pas^rt 
to the interviewing officer and subnitted an undated handwritten 
statenent setting out his request. In this statenent he requested 
that his U.S. citizenship be revoked and added that his request 
for citizenship was then pending before the Suprene Soviet of 
the I^SR. In this statenent he indicated "I affirn that ny 
allegiance is to the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics.* The 
U.S. Consular Officer talked with Oswald about the seriousness 
of the step he was proposing to take. Oswald gave as the' pHncipalT^ 
reason for his decision that *I an a Marxist,* but declined aor / 
further statenent of his notives. He also stated he had been a 
radar operator in the U.S. Narine Corps (USNC) and had offered to 
make the knowledge he had learned in that Job available to Soviet 
officials ehen he becane a Soviet citizen. 

The Consular Officer told Oswald the Consulate was 
closed but that he could cone back to execute q)propriate 
docunents at any tine during nornal business hours.

State Departnent records reveal Oswald never retorned to

I bis American citizenship. However, the American Embassy in Moscow 
received a letter from Oswald dated 11-3-59 wherein he requested 
his present U.S. citizen^ip be revoked. He indicated that though 
he appeared in person at the U,S, Embassy in Moscow 10-31-59 for 
the purpose of signing formal papers revoking his U.S, citizenship, 
such legal rij^t was refused him at that time. He stated he 
desired to protest this action and against the conduct of the 
official of the U,S, Consular service iho acted on behalf of the 
U,S, Government, He also reported that his application requesting

The next contact Oswald had with the American Embassy in 
Moscow was in a letter postmarked Minsk, USSR, 2-5-61, when he 
requested that bis American passport be retorned to him. In this 
letter Oswald stated *I desire to return to the United States, that 
is, if we could come to some agreement concerning the dropping of 
^ proceedings against me. If so, then I would be free to 
a^ the Russian authorities to allow me to leave. If I could show 
them my ^erican passport, I am of the opinion that they would give 
me an exit visa,* 


O^ald also indicated in this letter that the Soviets at 
no time insisted Oswald take Russian citizenship and that he was 
living in Russia with * non-permanent type papers for a foreigner,* 
He also added *I hope that in recalling the responsibility I have- 
to America that you remember yours in doing everything you can te 
help me since I am an American citizen,* 


The American Embassy replied to Oswald* s letter snggestiniw 
M come personally to the Embassy in Moscow for an interview on 
which to base a decision concerning the status of his American 
citizenship. In reply, Oswald wrote on 3-22-61 that he found it 
inconvenient to come to Moscow for the sole purpose of an Interview 

to apply for permission from Soviet authorities 
in Minsk in order to travel to Moscow for such an interview.

On 3-24-61 the AMerican Eabassy asain erote to Oswald 
and told hla that a final determination of Oswald's present 
American citizenship status could only be made on the basis of a 
personal interview. He was told that certain statementsof lesal nature 
relating to his citizenship status ^ould be made under oath in 
the presence of a Consular Officer. 

On 5-25-61 the American Embassy, Moscow, received another 
letter from Oswald. In this lettr Oswald stated *I understand 
the reasons for the necessity of a personal interview at the 
Embassy, however, I wish to make it clear that I am asking not only 
for the ri^t to return to the United States, but also for full 

f narantees that I shall not. under any circumstances, be persecuted 
or anv act pertaining to this case.” He also stated that unless 
the Embassy felt these conditions could be net, he saw no reason 
for a continuance of their correspondence and that instead he would 
endeavor to use his relatives in the United States to see about 
getting something done in Washington. 

In this letter of 5-25-61 Oswald also indicated he had 
gotten married; that his wife was Russian; and that she was quite 
willing to leave the Soviet Union with him and live in the United 
States. 

OSWALD'S SECCm APPEARA NCE AT TOE MOSCOW EMBASSY. 7-8-61 : 

\ On 7-8-61 Oswid appeared at the American Embassy in Moscow 

I on bis own initiative. He executed under oath an application for 
the renewal of his U.S. pas^ort and in connection with such 
. I application, be executed a questionnaire relating to possible 
I expatriating acts. He claimed he never had applied for Soviet 
citizenship and that he took no oath to the Soviet Union and signed 
no papers for employment in Russia. He stated he had not joined 
any trade union organization; never had been called upon to make 
any radio, press or personal statements concerning his decision 
to live in Russia. He stated he had been interviewed briefly at 
the Metropole Hotel in Moscow on the third day after bis arrival 
by Radio Moscow but only a few routine comments were made of no 
political significance.

On February 17, 1964, a second confidential source 
abroad, who has fximlshed reliable Information In the past, 
advised that the records of the Identification Division of 
the Metrc^olltcin Police of the Federal District, Mexico, 

D. F., revealed that one PEIBO GUTIERREZ VALENCIA had a 
driver's license Issued to him in 1938 and stgaln In 1942. 

According to this source, the records of this police 
agency further revealed that an Individual by this seuue name 
was fingerprinted In 1957 In connection with a request to 
carry a firearm. 



On Februeu^y 20, 1964, this second confidential source 
abroad advised that he had had the thumb print of PEDRO

Cuban Bnbassy at Mexico, D. P. GUTIERREZ has previously 
stated that he believes the American observed by him with the 
Cuban on October 1, 1963* as mentioned above, was HARVEf 
OSWALD and he based his identification on newspaper photographs 
of OSWALD observed by him in Mexico City newspapers almost two 
months after the occurrence described above. 

GUTIERREZ, on February 20, 1964, also examined 20 
photographs of possible tdilte male Americans idio had been in 
Mexico City during September and October I 963 , any one of 
which could have been the American seen by him at the Cuban 
Snbassy. He studied these photographs carefully and stated 
that, in his opinion, none of these photographs is identical 
with the American previously identified him as OSWALD who 
he claims was observed by him on October 1, I 963 , at the C^an 
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Qnbassy In Mexico, D. P, 


GUTIERREZ was again shovm a photograph of t.ttf. HARVEY 
OSWALD Which had appeared in "Life" magazine and idilch d^lcts 
OSWALD passing out pro- Cuban literature on a street in New 
Orleans, Louisiana. It is to be noted that this is a profile 
photograph of OSWALD showing his right arm extended and 
depicts his torso from the waist up. 

GUTIERREZ, on February 20, 1964, stated that the 
"Life" magazine photograph of OSWALD does not appear familiar 
t o him ^Lnd that he cannot say that this photograph in any 
way resembles the American seen by him in the company of a 
Cuban exiting the premises of the Cuban EWbassy in Mexico, 

D. P., on October 1, 1963. GUTIERREZ was told that this photo- 
graph is a photograph of LEE HARVEY OSWALD and he thereupon 
stated that during his brief encounter with the American and 
the Cuban on October 1, 1963> he at no time observed the 
profile view of either the American or the Cubem. He explained 
that when the Cuban bumped into him in the patio of the Cuban 
Einbassy (the details of which he has previously reported), he 
had only a brief opportunity to observe these persons from a 
front view and thereafter he walked behind these individuals 
and could only observe their backs. 

GUTIERREZ agreed that a mistaken identification from 
newspaper photographs of OSWALD v^lch he saw almost two months 
later would be very possible. He pointed out, however, that he 
does not believe he is mistaken in his identification of OSWALD 
because the image of the Amerlcw he observed during the 
occurrence at the Cuban Ettbassy in Mexico City on October 1, 
1963, becEune firmly fixed in his mind because of the importance 
he attached to his observance that the Cuban and the American 
were arguing heatedly and that the Cuban passed some united 
States currency to the American after these individuals had 
exited the Cuban Embassy premises and were walking along the 
sidewalk toward the Cuban's vehicle. 

GUTIERREZ stated he is certain that the Cuban's 
vehicle, described by him as a beige colored late model Dina 
Renault, was the property of the Cuban because he saw the

Cuban unlock the car with a key he had taken from his pocket 
and he saw the Cuban get In the car on the driver's side of 
the vehicle. He also said that the American was observed by 
him to walk around the front end of the vehicle and get In 
on the passenger side. 

Concerning the possible amount of united States 
currency he claimed he saw the Cuban give to the American, 
GUTIERREZ Stated that, although he could not observe the 
denominations of the bills, he would estimate that this stack 
of bills was about one-half Inch In thickness and when 
doubled, would have been about one Inch In thickness. 

GUTIERREZ claimed that he saw the American take 
this money from the Cubanand after folding the bills one time, 
the Amerlceui inserted this currency Into his left-hand trousers 
pocket, using his left hand to do so, 

GUTIERREZ again stated that he Is certain the Cuban's 
Dina Renault automobile bore Mexican 1962 - 1963 license plates 
because of the color of these plates and on February 20, 1964, 
he stated he believes this car might have been a 1962 or I 963 
model because It appeeired to be a fairly new or very late 
model. He also pointed out that It Is hard to estimate the 
year make of a Dina Renault automobile because the models are 
so much alike. He commented that the Cuban's car, accordingly, 
could have been an older, well-k^t model. 

GUTIERREZ, on February 20, 1964, provided the follow- 
ing descriptive data concerning the Cuban he claims to have 
observed on October 1, 1963:

GUTIERREZ, on February 20, 1^6U, furnished the 
following descriptive Information concerning the American 
whom he claims he observed In the coapany of the Cubeui on 
October 1, 1963:

GUTIERREZ, on February 20, 1964, was again shown 
photographs of OSWALD taken on August 9, 1963* by the Police 
Department at New Orleans, Loulslena, which Include a front 
standing view and front and side bust views. It was pointed 
out to GUTIERREZ that during a previous Interview he had 
Identified these photographs as the Amerlcaui seen by him at 
the Cuban Etabassy on October 1, 1963* and It was pointed out 
to him that one of the views described above Is a profile 
photograph of OSWALD. 

GUTIERREZ, on February 20, 1964, said that he cannot 
Identify the profile view of OSWALD as described above because 
he did not have a chance to observe the profile of the 
American he saw on October 1, 1963* at the Cuban Embassy In 
Mexico, D. P, GUTIERREZ maintained that the front bust and 
front standing photographs of OSWALD, as described above, are.

On Ibrcb 2, 1994, GUTIERREZ exhibited and made 
available a listing of 260 names of individuals concerning 
whom he had conducted credit investigations for the Palaclo 
de Hierro Department Store, Mexico, D. for the period 
September 1, 1963 to October 25, 1963. 

GUTIERREZ pointed out that these names appear on 
seven accounting sheets of the department store where he is 
employed and the sheets are compiled in connection with his 
pay as a credit investigator because he is paid on an 
individual case basis for each person investigated. He 
again pointed out that he is paid only for those applicants 
who are approved for credit and that no records are kept by 
the department store of the names of persons who are rejected 
for credit. 

Among the seven accounting sheets furnished by 
GUTIERREZ was one sheet dated October 4, 1963, which contains 
the names of 30 individuals investigated for credit by 
GUTIERREZ during the period September 27, 1963, to October 3, 
1963. He pointed out that be gets paid the sum of $10.00 
pesos (80^ U.S.) for each credit applicant investigated and 
is paid an additional $10,00 pesos in the event he has to 
investigate a **fiador" or person who will guarantee payment 
in connection with a particular applicant's credit processing. 

GUTIERREZ pointed out that no specific dates are 
contained on the sheet described above which would identify 
the exact date he conducted the individual investigation on 
each of the 30 persons listed, but that he has estimated that 
the names of the 17th and 18th individuals listed would have 
been conducted on or about October 1, 1963. He said the 
names are listed according to dates the investigations were 
conducted but that the actual dates are not entered on his 
pay form. He also stated that due to the fact that the period 
covered by this pay sheet was from September 27, 1963, to 
October 3, 1963, he would estimate that the 17th and 18th 
names on this list are of persons on whom investigations 
were conducted on or about October 1, 1963.

After a lapse of three or four months amd no con- 
tact by the Cuban, the Cuban came to Guadalajara and gave 
ROJAS about 700 pesos ($56 U.S.) and Instructed him to proceed 
to Cozumel for further contacts In connection with the smug- yj 
gllng of Cuban propaganda to Mexico. 

ROJAS was unable to fix the exact time of his de- 
parture from Guadalajara to Cozumel, but states (after some 
protqptlng to fix the dates by some established Incident) 
that his child was bom October 21 and that he had waited 
until It was certain that his wife was pregnant before he V 

left for Cozumel, 


Although he was reminded that he had In the past 
stated that he arrived In Cozumel between Christmas 19o2 
and New Year’s, that he was now stating. In view of the 
child’s birth on October 21, 19^3 j that It must have been at 
least February or March before he left for Cozumel, (As Is 
to be noted In a subsequent portion of this memorandum. It 
appears that ROJAS was In Cozumel from March 20, 1963 j to 1 
the latter part of June 1963 or early July 1963.) ^ 

At Cozumel he claims to have met by accident 
DANIEL SOLIS, a policeman, whose wife Is ROJAS' niece, ROJAS

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claims that he did not know that SOLIS was In Cozumel or 
that he was a policeman. Upon observing SOLISj who 
was at the dock \xpon his arrival on a ferryboat from Puerto 
Juarez^ Mexico, he approached SOLIS, made his acquaintance, 
established that he was from the same home town and was In- 
directly related to him, and thereeifter SOLIS took him to his 
home, where he stayed during the entire time that he was In tj 
Cozumel. 


During this period of time he claimed to have had 
contact with the unidentified Cuban and a Cuban woman whose 
first name he said was CRISTINA. Also during this period of 
time he allegedly met with LEE HARVEY OSWALD, who had come by 
plame from Kingston, Jamaica, on two separate occasions. He 
also claimed to have had contact with an American named 
ALBERT, vHno was a U. S. Government employee, and that he had 
had an opportunity to see the credential that ALBERT had, 
but he did not recall the name of the U. S. Government agency 
which employed this Individual. ^ 


During OSWALD'S alleged two trips to Cozumel, the 
plot to murder President KENNEDY was discussed. ROJAS claimed 
that the Cuban woman, CRISTINA, told him the details, as he 
was not able to understand the conversations taking place . 
between the unidentified Cuban, ALBERT and OSWALD, vAilch \J 
conversations were in English. 

During his stay In Cozumel, ROJAS claimed he was 
unable to obtain wox4c, but through DANIEL SOLIS he was ^ 
employed briefly as a bricklayer's assistant. 


He was questioned as to the amount of money alleg- 
edly furnished him or. loaned to him by SOLIS, a total of 300 
pesos ($40 U.S. ), 300 ($24 U.S. ) of vdilch were reportedly 
given to him possibly In May of I 963 end vdilch he forwarded 
to his wife In Guadalajara, and 200 pesos (|l6 U.S.) xipon 
his departure frcmi Cozumel about July 4, 1^3. 

Also, during his stay In Cozumel, ROJAS stated he 
was friendly with a Mexican Air Force Sergeant tdiose name 
he could not recall and that this Sergeant was requested by 
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ROJAS to help him In following the activities of the Cubans^ . j 
OSWALD and ALBERT. ^ 

ROJAS clalned that no actiial propaganda was Intro- 
duced by him from Cozumel to the mainland of Mexico and that 
vAien It appeared that he could not obtain steady employment « 
and, although the Cubans paid him odd sums of money totaling 
possibly 400 pesos ($32 U.S.), he became disenchanted with 
this area and decided to return to Guadalajara, ihls trip, 
he states, was made by boat to Puerto Juarez, Yucatan, and 
from there by bus from Puerto Juarez via Merida to Mexico 
City. He claimed to be In the conpany of DANIEL SOLIS' &/ 
nephew, whose name he could not recall. 


He further clalnPd that upon his return to Guadala- 
jara, he moved from his past residence at Calle Chllarde #665 ^ 
to his present residence at Manuel Acuna #1367. 

He claimed not to have had any further contact with . 
the unidentified Cuban to date or since about July 1963. ” 

As proof to support his allegations concerning his 
contact with various Cubans, an American Individual named 
ALBERT, and LEE HARVEY OSWALD, ROJAS mentioned, when pressed 
for specific Information that could be verified by way of . 
records or dates, the following; v 

1. During the Augvist trip to Nuevo Laredo 
with the unidentified Cuban, ROJAS claimed to have 
registered at an unidentified hotel In Nuevo Laredo, 
four or five stories high, located near the public 
square vdiere the Presldencla Municipal Is located. 

He stated he had a room on the second floor and the 
Cuban was not on the second floor. He further claimed 
he and the Cuban stayed there about six or seven 
days. The so-called hotel has a restaurant and a 

door off the lobby which enters the restaurant Is . 
directly opposite from the registration desk of V 

the hotel.

ROJAS Claimed a bviff- colored notebook was 
left at the home of DANIEL SOLIS and Is ROJAS' prop 
erty. Said notebook supposedly contains the names 
of the unidentified Cubans j whose names he was 
unable to recall, stating only that the Cuban 
woman he met at Cozumel was named CRISTINA. He 
also claimed that the unidentified Amerlcaun's, 
named ALBERT, full name was contained In said note- 
book and also claimed that the name LEE HARVEY , 
OSWALD was also In the notebook.

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located for anyone with the name of LEE HARVEY ^ 

OSWALD or his known aliases. " ^ 

All discrepancies were pointed out to ROJAS with 
regard to the Information he had furnished on January 22-23, 

19o4, as con?>ared with the Information he had furnished on 
January 10, 1964, when asked about these discrepancies, 
particularly the discrepancies as to the mode and approximate 
date of travel to the united States-Mexlco border and the 
fact that on January 10, 1964, he claimed he traveled to 
Ciudad Juarez In the state of Chihuahua and on January 22-23, 

1964, claimed he traveled to Nuevo Laredo In the state of 
Tamaullpas, ROJAS could not explain and attributed the 
discrepancies to his lack of education. ROJAS also claimed 
on January 22-23, 1964, that when he traveled to Nuevoi Laredo j 
he did not cross the border Into Laredo, Texas, ^

ROJAS advised that he had not heard from DANIEL 
SOLIS, the policeman at Cozumel, even though, according to 
ROJAS, he had directed two letters to SOLIS for the purpose j 
of having SOLIS send him his so-called notebook. ^ 

A review of the manifest of Aeronaves de Mexico 
Airlines at Guadalajara for August 3« 1962, as has been pointed 
out, contained a listing for HILARIO ROJAS as having flown 
from Guadalajara to Monterrey on an Aeronaves de Mexico flight. 
However, this manifest failed to reflect a listing for one 
TONI PERREA, whom ROJAS has Identified as the alleged Cuban , J 
vdio traveled to the border with him. ^ 
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On February 21, 1964, MARIA ESPERAKZA QARCIA, Manager, 
Sanborns Airlines Office, Hamilton Hotel, Laredo, Texas, 
advised SA ROBERT L, CHAPMAN, of the Federal Bureau of investi- 
gation, that she handled ticket purchase order #A3724o with 
CMA on July 31* 1962, idilch reflected that the purchase order 
was made out to HILARIO ROJAS for airline tickets from 
Guadalajara, Mexico, to Nuevo Laredo, Mexico, and was 
traveled by ROJAS on August 4, 1962. GARCIA stated that she 
had received a telephone cal^ during the latter part of July 
1962 from Attorney J ACOB sjp^ LQYD. Alice. JE axas. concerning 
the purchase or a round-trip ticket from Guadalajara to Nuevo 0 
Laredo for YLARIA V, ROGAS. //> . 6^/ > J 

GARCIA stated that on July 31* 1962, she received a 
letter dated July 30, 1962, from FLOYD enclosing a check for 
$60,64 (u. S, currency). This letter stated, "I enclosed 
herewith a check for $60,64 covering a round trip ticket for 
YLARIA V, ROGAS, Chllarde 665, Guadalajara, Jalisco. This 
trip Is to begin on August 4, 1962, and Is from Guadalajara 
to Nuevo Laredo and return, " Ihls letter requested refund If 
not used and gave residence telephone number as Mohawk 4-6823 
and office telephone as Mohawk 4-6561, Alice, Texas. The 
letter was signed "JACOB S. FLOYD" and Is on stationery of ^ 
the law offices of Perkins, Floyd, Davis, and Oden. '' 


GARCIA stated that she had also received a copy of 
a letter written by JACOB S. FLOYD to "Sr. YLARIA V. ROGAS, 
Chllarde 663, Guadalajara, Jalisco, Mexico, D. fT, " dated 
July 30, 1962. Ihls letter states, "Dear Sr. ROGAS: We 

have yoxa* two letters and have arranged with the District 
Attorney and a good Interpreter to meet you Sunday afternoon, 
August 5, 1962, at the Plaza Hotel In Laredo USA. We are 
sending you a ticket through the Sanborns as agent for Earvones 
Airlines, and you are to go to Earvones Airlines and call for * 
the ticket In your name. Bils is a round trip ticket." ^ 

"I am enclosing you herewith a ten dollar bill In 
currency to pay for your food and your hotel bill in Monterrey, 
should you have to remain there overnight. You may not make 
connections In Monterrey to get to Laredo Saturday and you 
will probably have to stay In Monterrey Saturday night. ly 
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"If you get to Monterrey In time to catch the plane 
Saturday for Nuevo Laredo, please call the writer collect yj 
Immediately upon reaching Nuevo Laredo. 

"I believe these Instructions are plain enough for 
you to understand them If you can find the airline office In 
your city. Yours very truly, JACOB S. FLOYD." 

On February 28, 1964, District Attorney SAM H. BURRIS 
and Assistant District Attorney JOHN L, CAMPOS were Inter- 
viewed at Alice, Jim Wells Co\mty, Texas, and furnished the \J 
following Information; 

JACOB S. FLOYD was a prominent Alice attorney prior 
to his death on February 26, 1964. in 1952, Mr. FLOYD was 
Involved In a political can^algn against the FARR family which 
was then prominent In Duval and surrounding counties. In 
September 1952, FLOYD* s son, JACOB S. (BUDEY) FLOYD, was 
murdered at his residence In Alice, Texas, under circumstances 
vdiloh suggested the assassin may have been attenptlng to kill \J 
the elder FLOYD. ^ /t kXZCg _ jCQS 

Mr. ALFREDO)^RVANTEfiJ(f!J&TIN^ a Hexlcap National. 
was Implicated In this murder Imt fled to Mexico to avoid 
prosecution. JACOB S. FLOYD, SR, began an Intensive Investi- 
gation along with BURRIS and CAMPOS In an effort to locate 
CERVANTES In Mexico and have him extradited to Texas. Ihls J 
Investigation has continued until the present date. 


On July 13, 1962 , an undated letter was delivered 
at Alice, Texas, to Judge LAUGHLIN, who In turn delivered the 
letter to District Attorney BURRIS. This letter was addressed 
to "The Office of Judicial Police, Jim Wells County, Alice, 
Texas." The letter was written In the Danish language. It 
was directed to "Mr. (kmimandante or Mr. Chief of Homicide, " 
and was signed with the name YLARIO V. ROJAS, Chllarde 663, 
Guadalajara. BURRIS stated neither he nor Mr. FLOYD had any . 
previous knowledge of ROJAS. ' 

In this letter, ROJAS made reference to ALFREDO 
CERVANTES and claimed he had personal knowledge of a plan to 
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murder JACOB FLOYD %dilch had resulted In FLOYD* s son having 
been murdered by mlstaike. ROJAS stated CERVANTES had 
threatened to kill him (ROJAS) If he should furnish this In- 
formation to anyone. ROJAS Indicated If the Texas authorities 
were Interested In learning the truth, he would agree to talk ^ 
with Mr. FLOYD In secret. '' 

On July 1^, 1962, FLOYD answered the above letter, 
telling ROJAS he would not cone to Guadalajara but would meet 
ROJAS at either Reynosa or Nuevo Laredo, Mexico, and would pay 
the expenses of ROJAS In making this trip. On July I8, 19^2, . 

BURRIS wrote a similar letter to ROJAS. ^ 


On July 23, 1962, FLOYD received a letter fr(xn ROJAS 
advising he would come to Nuevo Laredo If his expenses were 
fiornlshed. FLOYD then obtained appropriate airline tickets 
and mailed them to ROJAS In Mexico. 


on August 5. 1962, FLOYD, BURRIS and CAMPOS met 
ROJAS at the Nuevo Laredo Motel, Nuevo Laredo, Mexico, ROJAS 
Informed them he was 32 years of age and resided at Guadala- 
jara, operating a bar at Chapala, Mexico, near Guadalajara. 
ROJAS Initially refused to furnish einy Information until he was 
paid In advance, which FLOYD declined. ROJAS then related 
that ALFREDO CERVANTES had been a customer of his bar and he 
was well acquainted with CERVANTES. ROJAS stated CERVANTES 
had a family and resided In the town of AJIJI, Mexico, O 

(probably AJlJlc, Mexico). 


ROJAS then related a story tottie effect that two 
Anglo men Identified t^v^hlm as NORMANjfa^CON, of Indio, 
California. _ and LQUTg^EANQ _h ad oeen hired bv L'i«:ti\/AfJ'i'Ji!ir'to 
kill JACOB PL0Y6r"BH7jR0JAS claimed he had met these men 
and CERVANTES had discussed this plw with him. ROJAS talked / 
at great length about this matter and furnished detailed 
descriptive Information concerning the two associates of 



CERVANTES. ROJAS stated CERVANTES had warned him that ROJAS I 
would be killed If he furnished this Information to anyone. ^ 


BURRIS related that ROJAS spoke very few words of 
Digllsh and the above Interview was conducted In the Spanish 


J 
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language with CAMPOS serving as Interpreter. At the conclu- 
sion of this conference, FLOYD agreed to pay ROJAS $40 In 
cash after ROJAS had Insisted that this money be paid him In 
addition to his expenses. FLOYD and his associates left ROJAS j 
at the Nuevo Laredo Motel. ^ 


BURRIS related that on August 6, I962, he directed 
a letter to Mr. ROBERT ADAMS, American Consul, Mexico City, 
relating the Infomatlon received frcan ROJAS and requesting 
that the story furnished by ROJAS be checked to determine 
whether It was true and what sort of a person ROJAS was. 

BURRIS also furnished ADAMS with Information that NEOCON and 
FEANO were said to visit a resort town by the name of 
Chapallta In Mexico and that they were driving a red Bulck 
station wagon when ROJAS reportedly saw them. BURRIS furn- 
ished the description of ROJAS as dark hair, brown eyes, 

5' 9" In height, weighing 162 pounds and wearing a mustache. ^ 


On September 13, 1962, ADAMS replied to BURRIS 
saying that a thorough search and inqiilrles at hotels and 
motels at both Chapala and Chapallta failed to develop any 
information Indicating that NEOCON or FEANO or anyone fitting 
their descriptions or driving a red Bulck station wagon had 
been seen at either of those towns. ADAMS also reported that 
his Inquiries Indicated ROJAS and his wife and three children 
resided at Chllarde 665, Guadalajara, Jalisco, Mexico, vrtiere 
ROJAS rented a room from a Mrs. SARA NUNO. Mrs. ROJAS re- 
portedly worked most of the time, whereas Mr. ROJAS worked 
only Intermittently, ihe neighbors of ROJAS reported that he 
often made trips to the border area but they did not know what 
he did on these trips, Ihese neighbors considered ROJAS to be 
irresponsible and lazy, it was sported that ROJAS had been 
known to associate with one JOS:^f^ALCABA, described aa an 

Mexican Government. _ Tt was reported that 
RUVALCABA was well aequ'&lntsd iVlth the ALFREDO CERVANTES case 
because of the wide publicity It had received several years 
before. Including Information that a reward was offered for 
CERVANTES' presentation In Texas. 



Mr. BURRIS related that on August 16, 1962, he 
received a letter from ROJAS alleging that after BURRIS and ^ 
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his associates had left Nuevo Laredo on August 5, 19^2, 

ROJAS had crossed the border Into Texas and had been beaten 
up by United States Custcxns Officers. BURRIS stated he had 
looked Into this matter and determined this was a completely 
false allegation, m the above letter of August l6, 1962, 

ROJAS stated he was "sorely pressed" for money, that the 
original $40 had not been enough to obtain more Information 
and he Insistently demanded more money. BURRIS stated that 
this letter of ROJAS suggested that ROJAS was very confused. ^ 

BURRIS stated that he had discussed ROJAS on many 
occasions with FLOYD and with CAMPOS and that they all felt 
that ROJAS was definitely a "phony." BURRIS and CAMPOS 
both pointed out that ROJAS had never furnished any Informa- 
tion which was capable of being verified and that ROJAS was 
constantly seeking and demanding more money for his services. 
The last letter received from ROJAS was dated November 5j •) 
1963 j In which he continued to plead for money but this 
letter was never acknowledged. 

BURRIS and CAMPOS stated that they are of the opinion 
that ROJAS Is "a liar" and that he deliberately tries to ex- 
ploit people for money. They pointed out that ROJAS furnished 
very little background Information concerning himself; that 
he apparently never came to the Uhlted States, and that his 
story of being beaten was obviously false. They stated 
that vdille ROJAS spoke almost no English, he was well dressed ^ 
and seemed to speak Spanish well. 

BURRIS related on February 28, 1964, that after the 
Initial contact with ROJAS, JACOB FLOYD refused to have any 
further contacts with him and turned his entire matter over 
to BURRIS. BURRIS stated there was no Information In the 
files maintained by Mr. FLOYD' s law office concerning ROJAS 
and neither CLARENCE PE3UCINS or any other attorneys In FLOYD' s 
office would have knowledge of ROJAS. BURRIS stated he has 
all the correspondence and other records pertaining to the 
ROJAS matter In his own files and he would be con^letely 
willing to testify at any time concerning these matters and 
make his records available If such action would serve any 
good pxirpose. 
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A confidential source abroad furnished the follow- 
Ing Information: 

DANIEL SOLIS was Interviewed February 24-25, 1964, 
at Cozumel, Qulnteina Roo, Mexico. SOLIS advised that he 
Imows ROJAS as ELADIO VILLANUEVA RAMIREZ and that VILLANUEVA , 
Is an uncle of his, SOLIS’, wife. W 

SOLIS advised he had not received either of the two 
letters supposedly sent him by ROJAS at Guadalajara during 
the latter part of January 1964 or early February 1964 re- 
questing the notebook be sent to him. On February 24, 1964, 
SOLIS produced the ROJAS notebook. The appearance of said 
notebook apparently Is the same as the one described by \j 
ROJAS at Guadalajara. 

SOLIS recalled that ROJAS arrived on the ferryboat 
"Alberto" at the same time that SOLIS’ new superior and 
Commander of the Police at Cozumel arrived, whose name Is J 
MANUEL GOMEZ HERRERA. 


Subsequently, on February 24, 1964, SOLIS advised 
that he had checked the Police Department records auid had 
determined that his si^Q^erlor had arrived In Cozumel on March J

The following day when POLO was located at 
airport. It was determined that his name Is I£OPOLDOjf*P^ 
and Information regarding Interview with him la'^t 
/ out in a subsequent portion of this memorandiam. However, 
LEOPOLDO advised that he arrived about March 22, 1963« l>ut 
he recalls It was a Wednesday. 
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A check of the 1963 calendar reflects that March 
20 was a Wednesday, which may establish the £urrlval of ROJAS 
at Cozumel, In addition, one of the letters written by 
ROJAS to his wife makes reference to the time he has been 
away from home and also fixes the time of his arrival at 
Cozumel to about mid March of I963. ^ 

SOLIS advised that ROJAS lived at his heme, ate 
there, and was, in part, clothed by SOLIS. SOLIS attempted 
to find work for ROJAS and spoke to MIGUEL JOAQUIM, a business- 
man in Cozumel, concerning enployment for ROJAS, vrtilch fact 
was verified with JOAQUIM. He also attempted to obtain 
employment for ROJAS with individuals connected with the 
building of a private home for President LOPEZ MATEOS at 
Cozumel, but was not successful. It was SOLIS’ recollection 
that it was not until the latter part of his stay at Cozumel 
in early June that he was able to obtain tenporary enployment 
for ROJAS as a bricklayer’s assistant for about a three- week 
period, and, although SOLIS has no way of fixing the time 
exactly, he feels that ROJAS left Cozumel about July 4; sup- 
posedly angry because he was not being paid right to the day 
on the bricklaying Job, and it was later developed by SOLIS 
that ROJAS had been underpaid by 25 pesos ($2 U.S.) when he J 
left Cozumel, 


During the period of his stay in Cozumel, according 
to SOLIS, ROJAS did not engage in any unusual activities of 
any kind. ROJAS did extensive weeding and cleaning up of a 
small piece of land owned by SOLIS on which his home is 
located. Generally speaking, ROJAS acconpanled SOLIS on 
many of his police chores, consisting principally of main- 
taining order at the Mayalum Nightclub in Cozumel. ' 

When he was not with SOLIS, according to SOLIS' 
wife, ROJAS retired early and on occasions vdien ROJAS left 
the ccanpany of SOLIS, SOLIS generally determined fran SOLIS' 
wife the next day that ROJAS had returned tt an early hour 
from the downtown area of Cozumel, SOLIS never saw ROJAS 
in the company of any unusual strangers and especially not 
in the company of any Americans or Cubans. SOLIS is aware 
that ROJAS was friendly with the Air Force Sergeant named gj 
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POLO ^uld that they associated together to a degree. 



SOLIS advised that he had given ROJAS« diirlng his 
stay In Cozumel, 500 pesos ($40 U.S.); 300 pesos ($24 U.S.) 
were given to ROJAS during the first six weeks of his stay 
at Cozumel, which money was to be sent by ROJAS to his 
family at Guadalajara. The other 200 pesos ($l6 U.S.) were 
furnished to ROJAS upon his departiire from Cozumel and this 
money was to be given equally 100 pesos ($8 U.S.) to SOLIS' 
relatives In the vicinity of Manuel Doblado, Qxianajuato, 
and 100 pesos to the relatives of Mrs. SOLIS In the same area. 
SOLIS claims that he has determined from his relatives and 
Mrs. SOLIS' relatives that ROJAS never delivered the money. 

SOLIS claims to have not heard from ROJAS since the third 
letter that SOLIS wrote him from Cozumel to Guadalajara, In vdilch 
letter he requested the payment of the 500 pesos. 




LEOPOLDO TORRES CORTES, Mexican Air Force Sergeant, 
Cozumel Airport, known as POLO, was contacted on Pebmary 25# 
1964. He stated he had met ROJAS on a bus from Merida en 
route to Puerto Juarez, and that they became acquainted and 
arrived at Cozumel together. LEOPOLDO further recalled that 
It would soon be one year that he has been assigned to his 
present duties at Cozumel and fixes the time of his arrival 
as a V/ednesday, approximately March 22, 1963# (1963 calendar . 
shows ’Jednesday to be March 20# 1963). U 

LEOPOLDO associated with ROJAS on an Infrequent 
basis, once or twice a week possibly, and LEOPOLDO never 
observed ROJAS In the con 5 >any of any Cubans or Americans. 
LEOPOLDO stated that he was never requested by ROJAS to keep 
watch over or cover the activities of anyone In Cozumel. 

(ROJAS has previously claimed that LEOPOLDO had been of 
assistance to him In watcblng over the unidentified Cubans .t 
and the Americans.) V/ 


LEOPOLDO did advise that ROJAS vaguely referred 
to being a secret federal Judicial police agent from Mexico 
City, but when pressed for credentials, was not able to 
produce any. 
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Both SOLIS and LEOFOLDO agree that ROJAS was not 
very Industrious and was not preocciapled with the fact that 
he had been unen^loyed during almost his entire stay at V) 
Coz\miel. 


A review of the notebook obtained from SOLIS and 
vdilch Is the property of ROJAS reflects that the notebook 
Is a small memorandum, buff*colored notebook, vdilch bears 
the date "Junlo 19^9" and that on a page In said notebook, 
which bears the written date September 8, 1952 (the date of .

!• On 26 November 1963« four days after the assassination of 

President John Kennedy, Mohanuned REGGAB, a Moroccan student 

in West Berlin, approached an American organization In that city,

with the statement that he could 
supply information on Marina Nikolevna OSWALD. REGGAB was 
thereupon interrogated by representatives of the Central Intelligence 
Agency and U.S. military intelligence in West Berlin. 

2. Mohammed REGGAB was born on 3 January 1938 In Safi, 
Morocco. During the period September I960 « April 1962, he studied 
at the Moscow Institute of Cinematography. At tiie time he volun* 
teered Information on Mrs. OSWALD, REGGAB resided at 
Nuernbergerstrasse 19« West Berlin, having come there as a student 


in April 1963. 
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3. According to REGGABt he had recognized Mrs. OSWALD 
from the photograph and mention of her first name* Marina^ that

had appeared in the Berliner Zeitung of 25 November. REGGAB 
stated that he knew ttie subject of this photograph as Marina 
Nikolaeva. He was not certain whether flie name "Nikolaeva" was 
her patronymic or surname. She had lived with her mother in Moscow, 
in an area near the Agricultural Exposition. Her father was dead; 

Marina, according to REGGAB, was employed as a punch card 
operator by a business machine firm. She was of working class origin. 
REGGAB had never known her home address. He estimated ttiat her 
present age would be about twenty-four. 

4. The two young people had met during January 1961, at a 
Saturday night dance sponsored by the Soviet student organization 
for foreign students at the Patrice Lumumba University. Marina was 
able to attend these dances since working girls were brought in be- 
cause of a shortage of dancing partners. The couple saw each other 


thereafter three or four times a week until May. 1961, when REGGAB 


dropped Marina in order to date her friend, one Lous sf^O URLAKO VA. 

5. REGGAB claimed that during his first evening with Marina 
he had made it clear that he was no Communist. Within two weeks of 
tiieir meeting Marina, in turn, had spoken openly of her opposition

6* REGGAB clearly had no intention of marrying Marina* As

3. The photograph appears to have been taken in Tsentrad*naya 
Ploshchad * (Central Square), which is located in the center of Minsk. 

The building in the background has been identified as The Palace of 
Culture. Six people are depicted in the photograph. The individual 
second from the right, appears to be Lee Harvey OSWALD. It should'be 
noted that the shirt this individual is wearing appears to be identical to 
the shirt OSWALD is wearing in two photographs from the group of 47 
photographs from the effects of OSWALD which were forwarded to this 
Agency in your communication of 3 March 1964, fiSfe' noMiS^r Hi||^9ySr>82555, 
subject: Assassination of President John F. KENNEDY.

ad in tho r^allae Morning Nowa, a rcacti^jnary newspaper in Ballaa, which 
waa published c*i the day of tho aaaaaalnation* And tho ad said, "Wol 00120 to

On Novonbor 14 th, just eight days before the aaaasainatioi, ho not with 
officer Tippitt nnd with a third person whoso nrxio I know but nannot givo 
at thia tiioi because of aemg legal conpliraticno horo.

I, of couro*., told then that the ori^^nal 
Btory by the District Attorney tjaa that the riflo uaod waa a ^rron mauaor, 
7*65r and that Eiiraculoualy the idflo chan^jed its national origin and also 
its aiso and became an Italirii c-'jbinc, 6*5 n’-** I aoid I d like to got 
Ur»)l^e on the witness ataad and ash liin why he node a falao statonent^ 
if ho did, about the rifle in tho first placj* I told thon that the noni^- 
facturer of the riflo aaid it waa inposaiblc for the idflo to fire acou- • 
ratoly at that distance, thtvo tines in fivo and nne-holf aocondo. T thi-df 
that u^^aet thorn a little bit boonuoe mnnufacturora in this country general- 
ly don t go around knodcing thoir own products. 

But wo all agreed, I tliink, that if ono was /jroat expert - raaybo it was 
possible with that rifle, if thore was a groat deal of lucl: involved. But 
thon I road then a story in tho H.Y. ?inos which said, ”As r.^rin^'S go, Loc 
Harvoy Oswald was not highly regarded as a rifloman,” and I showed tlioci 
tho docinonts which I had secured fror. Loc Oonald^s persona!) of foots, wliich 
Jan noilior lirvd, witli hin own scoro cnrd in tl.** Marino corps, nlK'vang that 
hv‘ was a very poor sJjot. Ho w*io a poor nai^isrtin, and I pointed this out 
to the conoission. 

Now I have heard that there was a fingoi^pidnt found on the bolt "of tho 
rifle. I have purchased ono of those Italian carbines— «t hoy ^ re old weapons, 
they go bade to 1938 and they woren^t very ^T>od thon— and I loiow that, in 
order to eject a shell fron the rifle, you have to grab that bolt very 
hard with your h4nd and puH it bade.

been arrested for any reason, not even on the occasion ^ 
of the visit to Mexico of Mr, JOW F, XBNMEOT. which 
caused her a great deal of personal satisfaction because 
of the benefits which it would represent to the country. 
That yesterday while she was working at the Cuban 
Consulate, where she is employed from 10:00 to 2:00 
and from 4:00 to 6:00 p.m. daily and where she receives ' 
a salary of 1,500 pesos ($120 U.S.) monthly. Just before 
their time of departure at noon, a friend commented to 
her that she had been listening to the radio and heard 
a news item to the effect that President XEIWBDT had 
suffered an attack in which they had fired three shots 
at him, as a result of which she called her husband on 
the telephone and they discussed this news, and he 
advised her that he already knew about it and referred 
to said attack as 'monstrous,' and they agreed that upon 
meeting at their home they would discuss the matter, 
which they did during their dinner hour, but in a very 
brief manner since they did not know all the circumstaaess 
of the attack and the name and description of the 
presumed author of the sane, its having been only that 
night that they read in the extra (edition) the news 
relating thereto, and subsequently on the radio at her 
residence she heard the name of HARVEY OSWALD, which 
caused her to remember that this name refers to a North 
American who in the last days of September or the first 
days of the month of October of the present year appeared 
at the Cuban Consulate and applied for a visa to Cuba 
in transit to Russia and based his application on his 
presentation of his passport in which it was recorded 
that he had been living in the latter country for a 
period of three years, his work permit from that sene 
country written in the Russian language and letters is 
the sane language, as well as proof of his being married 
to a woman of Russian nationality and being the apparent 
Director in the city of New Orleans of the organization 
called *Fair Play for Cuba' with the desire that he 
should be accepted as a 'friend* of the Cuban Revolution, 
as a result of which the speaker, in compliance with her 
duties, received all of his data and filled out the ^ _ 
appropriate application, and he left to return in r the 
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afternoon, this tine with his photographs, and the 
speaker, recognizing that she exceeded her duties, ^ 
semiofficially called the Russian Ccmsulate by telepho^ 
because of her interest in facilitating the handling of*^, 
the Russian visa for LEE HARVEY OSWALD, but fron there 
they answered her that the operation would require 
approximately four months, which annoyed the applicant, 

* since as he affirmed he was in a great hurry to obtain w 
the visas which would permit him to travel to Russia, X 

insisting that he was entitled to them because of his 
background and his partisanship and personal activities 
in favor of the Cuban movement, the declarant's not being 
able to specify because she does not remember whether or 
not he said that he was a member of the Conmunist Party, 
but that his wife, of Russian nationality, was at that 
time in the city of New York from where she would follow 
him, although his place of origin was the afore- 
mentioned city of New Orleans; that as soon as OSWALD 
understood that it was not possible to give him a Cuban 
visa without his previously obtaining a Russian one, 
because the former was for transit, he became highly 
agitated and angry, as a result of which the speaker 
called Consul ASCUE, who, at that time, was in his 
private office in company of his ultimate replacement, 
MJRAVAL, but caaM out and began to argue in English with 
OSWAXJ) in a very angry manner and ASC^ concluded by 
saying to him that, 'As far as he was concerned, he 
would not give him a visa,' and that 'A person like him, 
in place of aiding the Cuban Revolution, was doing it 
harm,' its being noted that In their discussion they 
had been referring to the Russian socialist revolution 
and not the Cuban, its being stated by OSWALD that he 
had two reasons to request the visa with urgency, which 
were, one, that his permit to be in Mexico was expiring 
and the other that he had urgent necessity of reaching 
Russia; that in spite of the argument the speaker handed 
to OSWALD a piece of paper similar to that which she 
writes at this time in which she recorded her name, 

'SILVIA DORAN ,' and the telephone number of the 
Consulate, which is *11-28-47.' and, at any rate, she 
initiated the handling of his visa application by 
sending it to the Cuban Ministry of (Foreign) Affairs, 
from which a reply was received in the normal aianoer 
some fifteen to thirty days later approving the .issuance 
of a visa, but conditioning it on his previously Obtaining/^ 
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the Rueeian (one), although she does not recall whether 
OSWALD subsequently called her or not on the telephone 
for the Consulate which she bad given hin; that all of Q 
the conversation which the speaker bad with OSWALD, as ^ 
well as that of Consul A5CUE with hia, was in the 
English language since he did not speak any Spanish,

**In eodnection with the assassination of tbe President 
of the United States, JOHN F, KENNEDY, it was reported that 
LEE HARVEY OSWALD bad previously been in Mexico, as a 
consequence of which appropriate investig^ion was conducted, 
tbe results of which are as follows: 


'*!• LEE HARVEY OSWALD was in Mexico, having entered 
at Nuevo Laredo, Taaaulipas (State), on September 26 last, as 
a tourist, proceeding from New Or\eus and departing at the 
sane place on last October 3rd. 

It was confimed that be bad eooe to Mexico to 
apply for a visa at the Cuban Enbassy, for transit enroute to 

Toward this objective, be established contact 
with SILVIA, TIRADO OB DURAN, a Mexican 'SILVIA DURAN,* whoa 
be interviewed on two occasions, since she is an employee of 
the Consulate, responsible for making the arrangements 
necessary for this type of visa and completing tbe cards with 
data concerning the applicant, an indispensable requisite 
for obtaining a Cuban visa, 

*M. Through her, be made contact with tbe Russian 
Consulate for the same purpose. 

"When it was learned that the above-mentioned SILVIA 
DURAN had been one of tbe contacts made by LEE HARVEY OSWALD 
in Mexico f said lady and her husband were arrested in order 
that they might JM interrogated, advising in their statements 
as follows: 

'INTERVIEW OF HORACIO DURAN NAVARRO: Mexican by 

birth, son of a Chilean father and Mexican mother. Hb said 
that his occupation is that of Industrial Designer, holding a 
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teaching position on this subject in the National School of 
Plastic Arts, a dependency of the U.N.A.ll*- (Universidad 
Naeional Autonoma de Mexico - National Autonomous University 
of Mexico), where he receives a salary of 1,400 pesos ($112 
V*S«) mrathly; 40 years of age, married, without religious 
preference, domiciled at Const ituyentes (street) #143 Vr 
Apartment ki, in this city; that the first eight years of 
his life were spent in Los Angeles, California, and subse<^[^ 
quently he came to this capital with his parents, RUFINO Du^M 
and LIDIA NAVARRO DE DURAN, and later they went to Santiago^ 
Chile, to live, remaining there for a period of a year and 
one-half, later 'returning with his brother RUBBN to Mexico, 
being followed later by his sister LIDIA and his mother; that 
he entered the National Agricultural School at Chapingo, 
where he studied for five years for a career as an Agronomist 
and as he had learned drawing in the San Carlos Academy, he 
chose to continue studying that art, which served him as a 
basis for specializing in Industrial Designing, which he nowj/V .r 
follows, being a teacher in that subject in the School of 
Arts of the U.N.A.M., spending his free time in private wox%l\ 
as a Designer, for which he receives an income of approximately 
5,000 pesos ($400 U.S.) monMly; that in 1950 be was married 
to a French woman, LU CILLE i roE JATO .^th whom he fathered a 

son named PAULjpURANT , who at the present time is

six years, and with the breaking up of that matrimony,

the Mexican Cuban' Institute of Cultural Relations 'Jose Marti,' 
in which she served as a Coordinator, and for about the last 
four months, she has been employed as a Secretary in the 
Consulate General of (hiba in this city, first having worked 
with the Consul, EUSEBIO AZCUE, and now with MIRABAL, 
receiving a monthly salary of 1,500 pesos. Be acknowledged 
that his ideology is leftist and in sympathy with the Cuban 
Revolution, adding that this is the reason why he permits 
his wife to work and engage in her present activities. Ro 
stated that when he discussed with his wife the asMssination j 
of President KENNEDY, having heard the name of the presumed 
perpetrator, LEE HARVEY OSWALD, she immediately told him that i 
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she believed that he was the same individual who in the latter 
part of September or early October had been in the Cuban 
Consulate applying for a Cuban visa in transit to Russia; 
that she had attended him herself and handled his visa - 

application papers, but when she notified him that he would ^ 
first need a Russian visa and that his application would have*^ 
to be sent to the Cuban Ministry of Foreign Relations, which, C 
of course, would require several days, OSWALD became angry A 
and lost his self control, as a result of which SILVIA ealleo 
the Consul A2KnJE, with whom the applicant had a violent 
argument. He added that he had not seen nor had he personally 
known LEB HARVEY OSWALD, and in December of 1961 he (DURAN) 
made a trip to Cuba, accompanied by his wife, paying for their 
ticket. btu.U.'<

DORAN , having been warMd to tell the truth and advised 
of the penalties which am incurred by those who furnish 
false testiaony, described herself as follows: that her 

naae is as recorded, 29 years of age, married, without 
religious preferenoe, an e^loyee, literate, a native 
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and resident of this city, with donicile at Const ituyentes 
#143, Apartment #3, with respect to the matters under 
investigation declares: that she has been legally married 
to Mr. BORAClO DURAN NAVARRO since November 5, 1958, 
and is the mother of a child named PATRICIA, who, at the 
present time, is three and one-half years of age; that 
in the month of JUly or August of 1961 the deponent was 
invited to Join the Mezican-Cuban Institute of Cultural 
Relations, which, at that time, was directed by Attorney 
AGUSTIN CUE CANOVAS, as a Coordinator, and, although she 
does not recall specifically who it was that reccnnmended 
her, she can clarify that for some time previously she 
was friendly and visited with frequency the employees of 
the Cuban Embassy, being a personal friend of Ambassador 
PORTUONOO, as well as the Cultural Attaches, TERESA 
PROENZA and LUIS ALVERU, as well as with the female 
employees, but principally with the secretary of Consul 
EUSEBIO ASCUE , Miss MARICARMEN OLAVARRI , of Spanish 
nationality but a relative of ASCUE; that at the 
Institute the activities were exclusively of a cultural

radio to the news from the "Prensa Latina*' (Latin Press), 
on the basis of which they made up a bulletin which was 
read of the news that they had listened to directly from 
Havana, agreeing also to the effect that (^ibans and 
Mexicans attending said meetings discussed the political 
problem of Cuba on a private basis without doing so in 
any official character; that the declarant was receiving 
a salary of 500 pesos ($40 U.S.) monthly in her capacity 
as Coordinator at the Institute, with her work schedule 
being from 4:00 to 8:00 p.m. daily, and the money for 
the maintenance of the Institute itself coming from a 
monthly subsidy from the Cuban Esdaassy, the amount of 
which she is not aware, but also with each one of the 
members paying a quota, and also contributions were 
received from persons whose names she does not recall 
because usually they were made anonymously, being unable 
to fix the monthly receipts, although she was the person 


who personally received all of the funds received at 
the Institute; that In addition to the speaker, only 
Mr« FELins ROJAS, who worked as a secretary at the 
Institute during the mornings, received any monthly 
salary In the same amount of 500 pesos ($40 U.S«), 
with the remainder of the money which was received 
being used for the payment of rent and other expenses 
connected with Its operations. That In the month of 
December of 1961, the declarant and her husband made a 
trip by air to Havana, Cuba, paying for their own 
transportation, but all of their expenses of their visit 
to that city and the greater number of the cities of the 
Island being paid by the Cuban Institute of Friendship 
with the People and the House of Culture, so-called, 

"of the Americas," the trip having lasted fifteen days 
without their having any contact or connection during 
this trip with officials of the Cuban Government. That 
as the speaker has already stated, she has been a 
sympathizer of socialism and Marxist doctrine for 
several years, having studied philosophy and 
existentialism, and particularly she has sympathized 
since Its Inception and sympathizes with the Cuban 
Revolution. That approximately three months ago she 
began to occupy the position of Secretary to the Cuban 
Consul in this city, Mr. EUSEBIO ASCUE, who ceased to 
function in that capacity some five days ago on Monday, 
the 18th of this month, having been substituted by Hr. 
ALFREDO MIRAVAL T DIAZ, clarifying at this time that from 
the beginning she began to work In that capacity as a 
temporary measure as a result of the death in a traffic 
accident of her friend, MARICARMEN OLAVARRI, who had 
been occupying that position, until some pers<» should 
arrive from Cuba who would assume the same, having had 
under her responsibility the administrative operation 
and preparing the visas which are Issued, as well as 
handling the applications for such visas which Invariably 
are sent to the Ministry of Foreign Relations, Government 
of Cuba, for Its approval, having obtained this position 
directly from former Consul ASCUE, with whom she Is very 
friendly, and for whom the speaker even organized a 
farewell party In her home, which was attended by almost 
all of the officials and employees of the Embassy and ^ 
the Consulate, except the Ambassador. That the speaker 
does not belong to any political party and never has 
attended manifestations or meetings, nor has she given nf\ 
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lectures or si>eeche8, which her husband has done, since 
he has written several articles for the newspaper 
"El Dia" (The Day) (pro-Camaunist Spanish language 
newspaper published in Mexico City); that she has never 
been arrested for any reason, not even on the occasion 
of the visit to Mexico of Mr. JOHN F. KENNEDY, which 
caused her a great deal of personal satisfaction because 
of the benefits which it would represent to the country. 
That yesterday while she was working at the Cuban 
Consulate, where she is employed from 10:00 to 2:00 
and from 4:00 to 6:00 p.m. daily and where she receives 
a salary of 1,500 pesos ($120 U.S.) monthly. Just before 
their time of departure at noon, a friend commented to 
her that she had been listening to the radio and heard 
a news item to the effect that President KENNEDY had 
suffered an attack in which they had fired three shots 
at him, as a result of which she called her husband on 
the telephone and they discussed this news, and he 
advised her that he already knew about it and referred 
to said attack as "monstrous," and they agreed that upon 
meeting at their home they would discuss the matter, 
which they did during their dinner hour, but in a very 
brief manner since they did not know all the circumstances 
of the attack and the name and description of the 
presumed author of the same, its having been only that 
night that they read in the extra (edition) the news 
relating thereto, and subsequently on the radio at her 
residence she heard the name of 1<^ HARVEY OSWALD, which 
caused her to remember that this name refers to a North 
Axserican who in the last days of September or the first 
days of the month of October of the present year appeared 
at the Cuban Consulate and applied for a visa to Cuba 
in transit to. Russia and based his application on his 
presentation of his passport in which it was recorded 
that he had been living in the latter country for a 
period of three years, his work permit from that same 
country written in the Russian language and letters in 
the same language, as well as proof of his being married 
to a woman of Russian nationality and being the apparent 
Director in the city of New Orleans of the organization 
called "Fair Play for Cuba" with the desire that he 
should be accepted as a "friend" of the Cuban Revolution, 
as a result of which the speaker, in compliance with her 
duties, received all of his data and filled out the r\kC 
appropriate application, and he left to return in the 



afternoon, this time with his photographs, and the 
speaker, recognizing that she exceeded her duties, 
semiofficially called the Russian Consulate by telephone 
because of her interest in facilitating the handling of 
the Russian visa for LEE HARVEY OSWALD, but from there 
they answered her that the operation would require 
approximately four months, which annoyed the applicant, 
since as he affirmed he was in a great hurry to obtain 
the visas which would permit him to travel to Russia, 
Insisting that he was entitled to them because of his 
background and his partisanship and personal activities 
in favor of the Cuban movement, the declarant *s not being 
able to specify because she does not remember whether or 
not he said that he was a member of the Communist Party, 
but that his wife, of Russian nationality, was at that 
time in the city of New York from where she would follow 
him, although his place of origin was the afore- 
mentioned city of New Orleans; that as soon as OSWALD 
understood that it was not possible to give him a Cuban 
visa without his previously obtaining a Russian one, 
because the former was for transit, he became highly 
agitated and angry, as a result of which the speaker 
called Consul ASCUE, who, at that time, was in his 
private office in company of his ultimate replacement, 
MZRAVAL, but came out and began to argue in English with 
OSWALD in a very angry manner and ASC^ concluded by 
saying to him that. **As far as he was concerned, he 
would not give him a visa," and that "A person like him, 
in place of aiding the Cuban Revolution, was doing it 
harm," its being noted that in their discussion they 
had been referring to the Russian socialist revolution 
and not the Cuban, its being stated by OSWALD that he 
had two reasons to request the visa with urgency, which 
were, one, that his permit to be in Mexico was expiring 
and the other that he had urgent necessity of reaching 
Russia; that in spite of the argument the speaker handed 
to OSWALD a piece of paper similar to that which she 
writes at this time in which she recorded her name, 

"SZLVZA DURAN," and the telephone number of the 
Consulate, which is "11-26-47," and, at any rate, she 
initiated the handling of his visa application by 
sending it to the Cuban Ministry of (Foreign) Affairs, 
from ^ich a reply was received in the normal manner 
some fifteen to thirty days later approving the issuance 
of a visa, but conditioning it on his previously obtaining 
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tbe Russian (one) , although she does not recall whether 
OSWALD subsequently called her or not on the telephone 
for the Consulate which she had given him; that all of 
the conversation which the speaker had with OSWALD, as 
well as that of Consul ASCUE with hia, was in the 
English language since he did not speak any Spanish, 
and that upon seeing his photograph which appears in 
today's newspapers, specifically in the newspaper **E1 
Dia,'* she Inmediately recognized and identified it as 
being the same person that she has been referring to as 
LEE HARVEY OSWALD. That on only one occasion the 
declarant attended a reception ceremony at the Russian 
Embassy which was given on the occasion of the visit of 
the astronauts, GAGARIN and TERESHKOVA, on the personal 
invitation which the speaker received from the Russian 
Consul TACKSOV when the latter visited ASCUE and MIRAVAL 


and delivered to them their respective invitations at 
the Cuban Consulate. That with respect to her in-laws, 
LIDIA and RUBEN DURAN NAVARRO, the former on various 
occasions attended with the declarant the meetings which 
were being held at the Institute, whereas the latter 
only did so on one or two occasions in connection with 
exhibits of paintings and with respect to BETY SERRATO 
AZUCAR, the wife of RUBEN, she has always remained aloof 
from these activities, although all of them are of 
leftist Ideology but do not actively participate in any 
activities; that BARBARA ANN BLITS TRESMOND ESQUIVEL and 
AGATA ROSENO GARCIA are friends of BETT and the speaker 
has known them very little and superficially, as a result 
of which she knows nothing about their activities and 
ideologies, and in connection with the gentleman who she 
now knows is named BENTLEY, she had never seen him 
before and supposes that be is a friend of BARBARA, since 
she noticed that he was talking to BARBARA when they 
were dining at the home of the deponent, being present 
her husband, AGATA and LIDIA, whereas the others were 
at the home of her brother-in-law, RUBEN. That she has 
nothing further to declare and after reading the above, 
she ratifies and signs the margins in evidence thereof. 
The above document is closed authorized and witnessed.

In connection with the assassination of the President 
of the United States, JOHN F, KENNEDY, it was reported that 
LEE HARVEY OSWALD had previously been in Mexico, as a 
consequence of which appropriate investig^ion was conducted, 
the results of which are as follows: 

1, LEE HARVEY OSWALD was in Mexico, having entered 
at Nuevo Laredo, Tamaullpas (State), on September 26 last, as 
a tourist, proceeding from New Orleans and departing at the 
same place on last October 3rd. 

2, It was confirmed that he had come to Mexico to 
apply for a visa at the Cuban Embassy, for transit enroute to 
Moscow* 

3« Toward this objective, be established contact 
with SILVIA TIRADO DE DURAN, a Mexican *'SILVIA DURAN," whom 
be interviewed on two occasions, since she is an employee of 
the Consulate, responsible for making the arrangements 
necessary for this type of visa and completing the cards with 
data concerning the applicant, an indispensable requisite 
for obtaining a Cuban visa. 

4. Through her, he made contact with the Russian 
Consulate for the same purpose . \ 

When it was learned that the above-mentioned SILVIA 
DURAN bad been one of the contacts made by LEE HARVEY OSWALD 
in Mexico, said lady and her husband were arrested in order 
that they mi^t interrogated, advising in their statements 
as follows: 


interview of HORACIO DURAN NAVARRO: Mexican by 

birth, son of a Chilean father and Mexican mother. He said 
that his occupation is that of Industrial Designer, holding a 
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teaching position on this subject in the National School of 
Plastic Arts, a dependency of the U.N.A.M. (Universidad

On March 7, 1964, Attorney RENE NUCAMENO|, an 
official of the Mexican Federal ^Automobile Registration 
Burea u (MFARB) , Mexico, 0. F., advised that MFARB file 
No. 193630 contains the following information concerning 
ARTURO GAONA ELIAS and a 1959 Renault automobile registered 
to this individual: 

A 1959 Renault **Dauphlne" four-door sedan, motor 
No. 744492, serial No. 5401098. wds assembled in Mexico by 
the automobile assembly factory known as "Autos Franceses, 
S. A. (incorporated)," Avenlda Cuauhtemoc No. 393, Mexico, 
D. F. 




This vehicle, a model No, 1090, was sold in 1959 
to an automobile distribution company known as "Dlstrlbuldores 
Sonorensesde Autos Franceses, S. A." (French Automobile 
Distributors of Sonora, Inc.), located at Avenlda Miguel 
Aleman No. 242, Ciudad Obregon, Sonora, Mexico. 

According to the MFARB file, this vehicle was sold 
by the afore-mentioned automobile distributor in Ciudad 
Obregon, Sonora, on December 5, 1959, to ARTURO QkCfAk ELIAS, . 
Calle Tolteca No. 53, Mexico, D. F. 

Attorney NUCAMENDI stated that the MFARB file on 
this vehicle shows no transfer of registration from GAONA 
to any other individual, but that such a transfer without 
notification to the MFARB is not an uncommon occurrence in 
Mexico.

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Attorney NUCAUENDI advised that the bill of 
sale of record for the 1959 Renault reflects that as of 
December 5, 1959, GAONA ELIAS was residing at Nuevo Leon 
No. 743 Norte, Ciudad Obregon, Sonora. 

On March 7, 1964, and March 11, 1964, a second 
source abroad, who has furnished reliable information In 
the past, advised that he had conducted investigation along 
two additional streets named "Calle Tolteca" in Mexico, D. F., 
In an unsuccessful effort to locate ARTURO GAONA ELIAS and 
the 1959 Renault automobile registered to his name with the 
Calle Tolteca No. 53 address. 

It was ascertained by this source that No. 53 is 
nonexistent on Calle Tolteca in Colonla Ixtapalapa, Mexico, 

D. F., and it was observed that the street is unpaved and 
in a very poor section of the city. The only numbers which 
could be located along the very narrow street were No. 45, 
the address of a barroom, and No. 105, which was identified 
as a mud-walled dwelling. 

Source located a Calle Tolteca in the Colonla San 
Pedro de los Pinos area of Mexico City and was unable to locate 
a No. 53 on that street. According to source, with the fore- 
going investigation, he had conducted intensive inquiries to 
locate GAONA ELIAS on all five streets carrying the name 
"Tolteca" in Mexico, D, F., without locating or identifying 
him in connection with any of them. 

A third source abroad, who has furnished reliable 
informailon in the past, reported that on March 11, 1964, 

ARTURO GAONA^LIAS was located at Calle Nuevo Leon No. 743

On March 18, 1964, ERNESTO MITRANI LEVY, employee 
of the Casa Vogue ^ Calle Madero No. 20, Mexico, D. F., 
advised that about two years ago he was engaged In the buying 
and selling of used automobiles In Mexico. He stated, 
however, he Is certain that he did not buy a 1959 Renault 
sedan from CLAUDIO OLIVEROS. He said that OLIVEROS formerly 
operated a used car lot In Mexico, D. F., but that due to 
OLIVEROS* bad character and alleged fraudulent activities, 
this Individual was forced to close down his business and 
reportedly left Mexico, D. F., for his home In Guadalajara, 
Jalisco, Mexico. 

MITRANI also stated that he was employed In the 
Cuban Embassy In Mexico, D. F., up until 1959; however, he 
was unable to furnish any Information concerning any possible 
employee of the Cuban Embassy who might have bad a 1959 
beige colored Renault In his possession In October, 1963, or 
In February, 1964. 

MITRANI stated that It Is a common practice for 
persons In Mexico to buy a car and leave the car registered 
In the name of a prior owner, so as to avoid payment of 
taxes. He said that the 1959 Renault, accordingly, may have 
changed hands many times since It was originally purchased 
by ARTURO GAONA ELIAS of Ciudad Obregon, Sonora, In 1959* 

MITRANI, upon recontact on March 24, 1964, advised 
he had checked the Incomplete records he still has for the 
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period he was In the used car business and could locate 
no record of a possible purchase of a 1959 Renault from 
CLAUDIO OLIVEROS or anyone else# MITRANI advised he had 
spoken with his brother ^ ISAAC MITRANI » In an effort to 
determine whether he might have a record of a transaction 
Involving the afore-mentioned Renault, but his brother 
likewise could locate no record Involving the 1959 Renault 
automobile. 


On March 31, 1964, a fourth source abroad, who 
has furnished reliable Information In the past, advised that 
he had ascertained from a check of the records of the Mexico 
City Traffic Department that the 1959 Renault automobile 
described above continues to be registered In the name of 
GAONA ELIAS and appears to have been licensed In the Federal 
District of Mexico for the years 1964 and 1965 with the same 
license number that It previously carried for the years 1962 
and 1963. 


On April 2, 1964, ISAAC MITRANI, a brother of the 
ERNESTO MITRANI and a resident of Mexico, D. F., advised 
that he had learned that CLAUDIO OLIVEROS Is currently 
employed as a used car buyer by one ISAAC"^LDBERG, a 
businessman of Mexico, D. F. ISAAC MITRANI stated that 
GOLDBERG Is a wholesaler of automobiles and does not operate 
a used car lot. 

MITRANI further advised that OLIVEROS has a poor 
reputation In the used car business) that he has many 
creditors; and that he, MITRANI, doubted that OLIVEROS 
would furnish his address to anyone because of his constant 
efforts to avoid his creditors. 

On April 7, 1964, CLAUDIO OLIVEROS was located at 
a parking lot at Parque Espana No. 5, Mexico, D. F., which 
Is operated by ISAAC GOLDBERG, and OLIVEROS advised as 
follows: 


OLIVEROS stated emphatically that he did not buy 
a 1959 Renault automobile from REYNALDO ROMERO, a used car 
dealer of Ciudad Obregon, Sonora, In 1961. OLIVEROS said 
that during 1961, he was hospitalized In Mexico, D. F., for 
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an operation » and during that period he made no trips to 
the Ciudad Obregon, Sonora, area to buy used cars. 

OLIVEROS stated that he could recall having 
purchased only two Renault cars in the Ciudad Obregon area 
in the past. One of these cars, he said, was a used Renault 
which he purchased during 1960 from the Renault car agency 
in Ciudad Obregon, and the other was a Renault automobile 
he purchased from an unknown farmer in the Ciudad Obregon 
area, also during the year 1960. 

OLIVEROS claimed that he is well acquainted with 
REYNALDO ROMERO and that this individual is known locally 
around Ciudad Obregon by the nickname "El Rey." OLIVEROS 
advised that REYNALDO ROMERO is mistaken if he said he sold 
a Renault automobile to OLIVEROS in 1961, because he,

He said that he is currently active in the publica- 
tion of a news bulle tin under the name>f ^encia de Infcrma- 
clones Pejrlodistisas (AIP^^TTews paper Infcntatlon Agency^ . ^J_JjjS 
He advised that this pub/icatlon is directed against Commun- 
ism and the regime of FIDEL CASTRO in Cuba, and is dissemi- 
nated primarily in Jgtin America. Mr. CARANDl stated that 
in his work with the AIP bulletin, he had received no infor- 
mation concerning trips of JACK RUBY, the assassin of LEE 
HARVEY OSWALD, to Cuba. He stated he recalled that the 
Cuban Student Directorate (DRE) at Miami had made such 
allegations in propaganda material which is edited by the DRE.

Inquiry concerning an alleged association be- 
tween JACK RUBY and one (FNU) PRATKINS was predicated on 
information received on January 13, 1964, from JOHN MARSHALL, 
Special Agent in Charge of the Secret Service office at 
Miami, Mr. MARSHALL advised that Mr. >^NK WATIERSON, 
Security Agent, United States Departmem^of State, Miami, 
had received information from JOSE ANIONlb^LANUSA of the 
Directorio Revoluclonarlc Estudlantil (DRE)(S^# 1 [L Student 
Directorate) at Miami, to the effect that LANuSA heard 
that JACK RUBY had gone to Cuba last year, presumably 1963, 
by way cf Mexico City. According to LANUSA, RUBY shared 
an office in a tc-:rist agency on the main floor of the 
Sevilla Hotel in Havana, Cuba, with an American whose 
name was (FTTJ) PRATKINS. 

On January 23, 1964, JOSE ANTONIO LANUSA, 24 years 
cf age. Intelligence Officer for the DRE at Miami, Florida, 
stated that his information concerning the association of 
JACK RUBY and (FNU) PRATKINS was derived from two sources.

This handbill had beeiN^nt by letter posted December 28, 
1963, in Cuba, to the D^^ Post Office Box 168, Miami, 
Florida. The handbill, which was mimecgraphed, set forth 
the following sentence, as translated from the Spanish:

LANUSA stated there was no evidence to support 
this stateeent; however, he regarded the allegation as true, 
since It appeared in the clandestine ncwssheet disseminated 
by the anti-CASIRO organization ARAC. 

LANl'SA said that in addition to the information 
from ARAC 5 JUAN MANTEL SALVAT, another officer in the DRE 
at Miami , had received a letter containing additional infor- 
mation pertaining to RUBY and PRATKINS, This letter had 
been sent from C':b» to an exiled Cuban attorney (FNl^) 

^LDES LA’Tl, vhc furnished it to SAr.'Ar, according to 
LANUSA. LANUSA said this letter reported that JACK RUBIN- 
STEIN was a habitual visitor to a souvenir store located 
across the street from the Seville Hotel on Prado Street, 
Havana^^ Cuba . The store belonged to a man by the name of 
(FNT'F tfRATKlNS. Rl'BINSIElN reportedly visited the store 
about a year a^, that is, about January, 1963, after flying 
to Cuba by way of Mexico City. 

LANUSA stated that in the first part of January, 
1964, on the cccasicn cf a visit by him to the office of 
Mr. FRANK WAITERSON, State Department, Miami, Florida, he 
mentioned to Mr. WAITERSON the information that JACK RUBY 
had gone to Cubs during 1963, tad had been associated with 
the individual. PRATRINS in a tourist business at the Sevilla 
Hotel, Havana.

' 

a. (1) Source was queried on the OSWALD affair on 23 January 
1964 . Source reported that his own Department was involved 
directly with OSWALD because OSWALD came to the USSR as a 
tourist in 1959. He had not come to special Soviet attention in 
any way until Source's Department received a report that 06WA 
had asked to become a Soviet citizen. It was implied that Source ^ 
himself examined OSWALD'S request. The KGB decided to look g 
into OSWALD'S case to see if there was any operational interest, ^ 
which part of the KGB might have use for him and what was behind 
the request. It was decided that OSWALD was of no interest g 
whatsoever so the KGB recommended that he merely go home to ^ 
the U.S. as a returning tourist and there go through the formaliti^ 
witE the Soviet Embassy of requesting to become a Soviet citizen. ^ 
OSWALD then made the dramatic gesture of suicide when he 
received this response. He had been supposed to go on a trip 
with other tourists but failed to show up for the group. At his hotel 
V- it was found that his key had not been turned in at the desk, so it 

was presumed that he was still in his room. The Soviets went to 
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1 -^ /the room, 
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the room, knocked and got no answer so finally they broke the 
door down and found OSWALD lying there bleeding to death. 

Source himself was not present at this phase of the operation 
but merely read a report of it. 

d 

(2) Now worried about the possibility that OSWALD would 
do this again if refused asylum, the Soviets decided to give him 
a temporary residence permit although they had no intention of 
giving him Soviet citizenship. We asked why he had been sent to 
Minsk and Source replied that this was merely by chance. They 
had not wanted OSWALD to stay in Moscow and Minsk was chosen 
arbitrarily. 

(3) Asked about Marina OSWALD, Source said that she was not 
a confirmed Communist and had been thrown out of the Komsomol 
for not paying her dues. She had no higher thoughts than to live a 
good life, have better dresses and such things. She was a stupid 
woman and had no interest in improving herself. "From the Soviet 
point of view she already had anti>Soviet characteristics. She was 
not too smart anyway and not an educated person. " 

(4) Finally OSWALD got tired of living in Minsk and wanted 
to go back to the U.S. He had married Marina and wanted to take 
her with him. The Soviets decided to let them go and used Marina's 
uncle to talk to them and persuade OSWALD not to spread anti-Soviet 
propaganda after his departure. The uncle pointed out that the 
Soviet Government had allowed OSWALD to live here, that he had 
married here and the Government was going to let his wife leave 
with him, etc. 

(5) Asked why the Government had allowed Marina to leave. 
Source replie^d that this was perfectly natural. She was legally 
married and expressed the desire to leave with her husband. Under 
Soviet law there is no question but what she would be allowed to leave. 

(6) The thrust of Source's account was that neither OSWALD 
nor his wife had at any time been of any interest whatsoever to 

/ Soviet authorities. 
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Soviet authorities, that there had not ever been thought 
given to recruiting either of thenn as agents and that, in 
fact, the Soviets were glad to get rid of thenn both. 

b. (1) During an interview on 30 January 1964, Source 
commented that "doctors examined [OSWALD] ," and "there 
were no indications that he was completely a psycho." During 
an ensuing discussion of the possible involvement of the Soviet 
government in the assassination of President Kennedy, Source 
stated, "No matter how I may hate anyone, but I cannot speak 
against my convictions and since 1 know this case 1 could 
unhesitatingly sign off to the fact that the Soviet Union cannot 
be tied into this [assassination] in any way." He continued 
that the KGB was frightened of OSWALD, and would not have 
discussed such a matter with him. When the possibility of [ ' 
recruiting OSWALD was brought up, the decision was "absolutely 
not. " The only involvement permitted wasto arrange for Marina 
PRUSAKOV's uncle in the MVD [Col. Ily^PRUSAKOV] to ask 
OSWALD not to spread anti-Soviet propaganda in the US in view 
of the fact that he had been allowed to stay in the USSR and was 
being allowed to leave. Source commented that he was aware 
that the KGB had no subsequent interest in OSWALD because 
after the assassination of the President, Source had to make a 
complete investigation and even sent several KGB staff personnel 
to Minsk to investigate on the spot, "not trusting official papers." 

(2) When speaking of OSWALD'S request to return to the USSR, 
Source remarked that OSWALD "went to Mexico to apply for 
permission to go to the USSR. Our people asked Moscow and we 
said absolutely not because he is completely undesirable -- there 
was no interest in him whatsoever." 

(3) Asked his opinion on Cuban involvement in the assassination. 
Source stated that he had no information on this subject, but he did 
not believe that the Cuban government was involved. He gave as 

a reason that if any word of such involvement had leaked out, 

Cuba would have been crushed by the US. 

2. This agency has no information which would specifically corroborate 
or disprove NOSENKO's statements regrading Lee Harvey OSWALD.

3. The information in paragraph l.a. above is based on notes 
taken during the first half of the first meeting with NOSENKO on 23 
January 1964. The early portion of the tapes of this meeting could 
not be recovered because of the level of external noise. The 
information in paragraph l.b. is taken from transcripts of subsequent 
meetings. In addition, just after his defection NOSENKO discussed 
the OSWALD case on several occasions without adding anything to 
the information contained in your bureau's 4 March 1964 report.

After 
examining these photographs, OLIVEROS recalled that he had 
knovm the DURAN family some ten years ago idien they resided 
on Calle Panuco In Mexico, D* F., and he also recalled that a 
sister of these two brothers had resided with the family at 
that time. OLIVEROS stated that In late 1962 he had encountered 
RUBEN DURAN NAVARRO at the mtematlonal Airport In Mexico City 
and was told by DURAN that he was taking a flight to visit some ; 
of the European "Iron Curtain" countries, possibly Including 
Russia. 

On May 7, 1964, DAVID'^ALKON, a citv a rchitect 

residing at Calls -Fernandez Gonzalez Roa No. 47, Ciudad 
.Satellte, State, of . Mexico, ‘ advised t^at HORACIO DURAN NAVARRO, 
the husband of SILVIA TIRADO IE DURAN, currently drives a red, 
four-door Volvo automobile. AUCON stated that DURAN also owns 
a 1939 Renault automobile which had been brou^t from Ciudad 
Obregon, Sonora, and was purchased by DURAN at Mexico City In 
1961. AUCON recalled that DURAN experienced difficulty In 
licensing the vehicle and mentioned that he had corresponded 
with the previous owner In Ciudad Obregon In order to sec'ore 
additional data concerning the automobile. ALKON advised that 
this 1939 Renault Is a light-gray color and definitely Is not 
beige- colored. He said this car currently Is stored at a repair 
garage due to having been Involved In an accident, and DURAN had 
Indicated he was not able financially to pay for the repairs.

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ALKON also advised that DURAN had maintained possession of this 
car since he purchased It In 1961. 

ALKON explained that he maintains a contractual 
relation with HORACIO DURAN NAVARRO for the Interior decoration 
of houses designed by AIKON and Is well acquainted with his 
brother, RUBEN DURAN NAVARRO, as well as with one sister vdio Is 
known to ALKON as "LIN. " Concerning "LIN, " ALKON advised that 
she Is a widow and until about a year ago operated a lighting 
fixtures coni>any known as "Laiq>aras Duran." 

ALKON stated that SILVIA TIRADO DE DURAN, the wife 
of HORACIO DURAN NAVARRO, formerly was enployed In the Consular 
Section of the Cuban Embassy In Mexico City, and he believed 
the 1959 Renault which has been the property of HORACIO DURAN 
NAVARRO since 19^1, undoubtedly had been used by the family 
for transportation to and fron the Cuban Embassy on numerous 
occasions. 


ALKON stated he wished to esphaslze the fact that he 
had appeared voluntarily at the united States Embassy on 
December 9, 196^, at vdilch time he reported that his business 
contacts with HORACIO DURAN NAVARRO had left him with the 
Inpresslon that contacts between SILVIA TIRADO £C DURAN and 
OSWALD related only to the latter's application for a vlsaand 
that her knowledge of OSWALD was sll^t. On May 7t 19^^* 

ALKON advised that his subsequent discussions with HORACIO 
DURAN NAVARRO have caused him to believe that the latter never 
had any contact with OSWALD and that SILVIA TIRADO DE DURAN 's 
contacts with OSWALD were limited to OSWALD'S application for 
a visa at the Cuban Ebibassy.

1. Reference is made to your letter, dated 13 April 1964, 
captioned "Lee Harvey, U3S WALD, Internal Security - Russia - 
Cuba", and to the ^^achment which contained statements made 
by one, Eugene ^^HOBBS, HMC, USN. Your letter requested 
certain infortpatibn regarding subject*s Marine assignment at the 
Naval Air Station, Atsugi, Japan, in 1957 and 1958, The remarks 
furnished below are addressed to the contents of your letter and 
to the statements in the attachment. 


2, The Atsugi Naval Air Station is located approximately 

' 35 miles south and west of Tokyo, Japan, At the time in question 
Atsugi was a "closed" base in the sense that American and in- 
digenous personnel entering the Station were required to possess 
official identification cards. Within the Station, the flight line 
areas were restricted, as is the case of all such Stations, and 
certain hangar areas were further restricted for the performance 
of classified functions. 

3, The Joint Technical Advisory Group (JTAG) occupied 
an area within the Station, consisting of 20 to 25 individual 
residences, two dormitories, an office area, a power plant, 
several Butler-type warehouses, and a club building used for 
recreation and a bachelor officers* mess. The JTAG area was 
not closed, but it was located about 400 yards from the main 
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Station area and there was no occasion for the regularly assigned 
Station personnel to visit the JTAG area. The club was open only 
to JTAG personnel and their guests. Two of the living quarters 
were occupied by the Navy commanding officer and his deputy 
because the quarters at JTAG were of better quality than the 
housing accommodations provided at the Station. 

4. JTAG air activities were conducted from a classified 
hangar area at one end of the flight line. OSWALD did not have 
access to this area. Prior to the time in question, JTAG had 
been publicised by Radio Peking as being a headquarters for 
American intelligence activity. For this reason, and because 
JTAG was obviously not a part of the Naval Air Station complement, 
there were rumors and gossip regarding the unit and its activities. 
This condition was regarded as normal under such circumstances. 
Being there at that time, OSWALD could have heard such gossip; 
however, there is no information to indicate, nor is there reason 
to believe, that he obtained factual knowledge regarding JTAG and 
its mission. (For your information, an incident involving the 
landing of a U-2 in a rice paddy in Kanagawa Prefecture, Japan, 
was reported in the press and aroused some public interest. That 
incident, however, occurred in December 1959, which was some 
time after OSWALD had left Japan). 

5. There were no Navy personnel assigned to JTAG. 
Moreover JTAG did not participate in, or transfer any of, its 
activities to a Station in Bangkok. Regarding the statement by 
HOBBS that a Navy Commander was recruiting Navy Personnel 
for an assignment in Bangkok, it is noted that the Navy at that 
time was conducting certain air reconnaissance activity from 
Atsugi using other types of aircraft. 

6. The following should be considered with respect to 
your source's assertions that OSWALD'S squadron was in Cubi 
Point, Philippine Islands in January 1958 where it kept its gear 
in what the source now knows to have been a hangar for a U-2 
airplane; and that the squadron was back in Atsugi, Japan in 
May 1958. The term "U-2" was not known publicly and did not 
gain world-wide notoriety until the ill-fated Powers mission some 
two years later. Therefore, it is highly unlikely that the term 
"U-2" would have meant anything to OSWALD, even if he had heard 
it and had been able to identify the term with any aircraft at Cubi 
Point, at Atsugi or anywhere else.

7. To summarize: There is no evidence or indication that 
OSWALD had any association with, or access to, the JTAG 
operation or its program in Japan. This applies also to Information 
regarding the U-2 or its mission. Even if OSWALD had seen a 
U-2 aircraft at Atsugi or elsewhere, this fact would not have been 
considered unusual nor have constituted a breach of security. 
Limited public exposure of the craft itself - - but not of its nomen- 
clature or mission -- was accepted as a necessary risk. It is 
most unlikely that OSWALD had the necessary prerequisites to 
differentiate between the U-2 and other aircraft engaged in 
classified missions which were similarly visible at Atsugi at the 
same time.

The Congress was slated to be 
held in Moscow, July 9-14, 1962, and its principal goal was to gain the propaganda 
advantage for Soviet disarmament proposals. 

The 11-23-63, edition of the New York Journal- American contained an 
article concerning Lee Harvey Oswald^s connection with the Fair Play for Cuba 
Committee. It noted the Committee was born publicly on 4-6-60, when a full-page 
advertisement appeared in New York and Washing^n, D. C. , newspapers demanding 
to know: ”What Is Really Happening In Cuba?” The ad, which bore the imprint of the 
Fair Play For Cuba Committee deprecated U.S. newspaper coverage of Fidel Castro’s 
Soviet satellite. Among these listed as sponsors of the advertisement was Jean Paul

The search of Dallas files and indices revealed 
no investigations conducted of persons residing in the Dallas 
Division believed active in the SVJP, and nothing was located 
to indicate the SWP has any members or was orgemlzatlonally 
active in the Division during 1963.

Mr. DIMITEIK advised he was formerly mar ried ho LYDIA 
DIMXTRIK, nee BERDJABSIA JA , also known as LIDIA DYMITROK. 

DIMITEIK advised they vrere married in Belgium in July, 1956, 
and divorced in Dallas on December 21, 1960. DIMITEIK stated 
that, according to his formsr wife, she was bom in Eostov on 
the Don in the U3SE and, at age 15, she was taken, together 
with her older sister, ANNA, to Germany as a slave laborer. 
Following the end of World War II, DIMITEIK advised his formsr 
wife and sister both married Belgium citizens vdion they had 
mat in Germany, and they moved to Belgium. DIMITEIK advised 
that his former wife's first husband's name was KAEL, last name 
unrecalled, but he dose recall it %*as a Flemish nams. DIMITEIK 
stated his formsr sister-in-law was married to a man «Aose last 
name wasBSOCBAT. She is now divorced and is living with a 
Eussian whose last name is CBACKXWITCH, first nams unknown. i 
This Eussian was allegedly formerly in the Vlassov Forces 
during world War XI. 

DIMITEIK advised that his former wife's parents still 
reside in the Soviet Uhion and that her father «was arrested by 
the Soviet Amy when they reoccupied Eostov, because they had 
not evacuated Eostov in accordance with Soviet orders. He 
was, therefore, accused of . collaborating with the Germans 
and was held in Soviet prison for a number of months before yj 
being released. 


DIMITEIK stated he mat his former wife through her 
sister, ANNA, in 1954, having previously mot his former wif e's 
sister while studying at the Dhiversity of Louvain. DIMITEIK 
stated that, be fore he mot his formsr wife, she had been living 
with a man namad VASILIY, last nams unknown.

1. A review of the results of monitoring Soviet foreign broadcasts 
at the time when an interview with Lee Harvey OSWALD had supposedly 
been taped was conducted vdth negative results. Therefore, it is assumed 
that such a tape, if broadcast at all, was aired over a local USSR facility 
for internal consumption. 

2. With respect to the same question, Yuriy NOSENKO was asked 
if any attempt had been made by the Soviets to exploit OSWALD for propa- 
ganda purposes, such as Radio Moscow broadcasts, telecasts or lectures. 
NOSENKO replied that this had not been done either in Moscow or in 
Minsk. NOSENKO later reviewed this statement and confirmed it.

2. A well-placed and reliable source reported on 8 May 1967 
that GARRISON is pressuring Alvin R./BEAUBOUEF, who was expected 
to come to Washington on the same date (i. e. 1 ^ ^ May 1967} to tell the 
Department of Justice what he knows and what^GARRlSON wants of him. 


3. Source reported that it is said that GARRISON is going to 
subpoena an FBI Agent and a former FBI Agent. ' The thesis that 
GARRISON is allegedly trying to develop is that Oswald was a CIA agent,' 
was violently anti-Communist, and was recruited by CIA for an operation 
approved by President Kennedy, the purpose of which was to assassinate 
Fidel Castro. The thesis further has it that when Oswald assassinated 
President Kennedy it became necessary to show him as a Communist 
in order to conceal the original plan.

1, In reference to ry conversations with you in June 
1967 and on 5 July 1957 r?;;crding a person in Tampico, Mexico, 
who advised the American CciiSul there that he had spent a day 
and one half with Lee Ilarvoy Osv.’ald soretime before the assas- 
sination of President Kennedy, this Merorandun is a Review of 
the action taken by this office to date.

2. On the above-mentioned date the untested source provided this 

Office’s representative with the following infoination on the actlvitiei 
of Lee Harvey OSWAID while he was in Mexico in October 19^3 . The source, 
however, was extremely cautious and refused to give explicit details on ^ 
his contact with OSWAID, He said the reason he could not give names of 
persons who were in contact with OSWAID was that these persons were still 
active revolutionari^, and if they found out the source infoimed on 
them, he and hie family would be in grave danger. Despite assurances to 
the contraxy, source said that all the promises in the world could be 
made, but once the Infoxmatlon was passed to Washington, it would get 
completely out of hand. The source took this position throughout the six- 
hour interview (two separate meetings), but some infoxmatlon which might W ' 
be of interest was elicited from himoriN «« , ^ a

3. Although the sottred*Niw not able or willing to give dates and 
names, be did say OSWAID visited the UHAM campus shortly after the Cuban 
Embassy refused him a visa to visit Cuba. OSWAID apparently made lnq;ulxles 
regarding the pro-Cuban revolutionary groiqp at UHAt'I and was directed to 
the source and his friends. OSWAID met source and four other persons as 
they came out of a romad-table discussion held in the Faculty of Philosophy. 
OSWAID told the group it was urgent that he visit Cuba immediately and 
that he was denied a Cuban visa. He requested aid from source's group. 

The grovq? mistrusted OSWAID Immediately, feeling he was a CIA provocafldHT" “■ 
He was obviously American, with little Spanish^ ud vezy pz«oeeT;(pj,ed oyer 
not obtainiU^ the Cuban visa. , 
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U. The gxcmp alloved OSUAID to sccompacy them that day^ tliat night 
(at the group's safehouse), and part of the next day. Source stated 
OSMAU) vas very Introverted and appeared slightly crazy. During the 
time he spent with the group, he made no mention of KENNEDY or an 
assassination plot, hut kept bringing up the point that he had to travel 
to Cuba Immediately. 


As to whether OSHAID might have been a homosexual, the source 
repeated that he vas an Introvert and had complexes, and could have 
possibly been the type to enjoy such relations. While with the group, 
however, OSUAID showed no signs toward this tendency. . 





6. The source said he once had a fleeting thought of selling this 
infonaation to LOOK or LIIE magazines, but considering the conseq.uences 
if found out by the group, decided against doing so. 

7. This Office has some doubts as to whether the source was 
fabricating the OSUAID encounter. He said the chance meeting with 
OSUAID Impressed him immensely because of the assassination. However, 
when the source was ashed for specifics on dates and details of what 
was discussed with OSUAID, he refused to answer. Another point of 
interest is that the source said if he was pressed on the Issue, he 
could simply say the entire story was a fabrication, and then he would 
be left alone. 

8. This infozmatlo^iss already been passed by the representative 
of this Office in Mexico H|ftto your Bureau representative there. The 
list of the information l^o^ng passed orally to a high level repre- 
sentative of the Government of Mexico for further investigation. Zt is 
requested that no action be taken on the basis of this information 
without prior coordination with this Office.

An additional copy of this letter is being submitted 
\o the Bureau for information of their file on **LEE HARVEY 
5WALD.JS - RUSSIA - CUBA". 


For information of the Bureau and other offices, 
at approximately 9:00 P.M., 10-16-67, an individual, vho did 
not wish to furnish his identity, telephoned the San Antonio 
FBI office. He advised that he wanted to furnish that office 
some information about a Mexican citizen named ROBERTO NIETO. 
The caller said that NIETO is a personal friend of FIDEL CASTRO 
and that he has traveled to Cuba at least three times in the 
last 18 months to see CASTRO. NIETO, according to the caller, 
is presently living in, or has been living in, Miami. His 
purpose there is to keep track of the Cuban refugees in 
Miami. He was supposedly enrolled in one of the local 
universities as a cover. 

The caller advised that NIETO is a very wealthy 
man, that be bad a concession from the Mexican Government 
to transport oil and butane from Mexico into the Interior, 
but he has fallen out of favor with the Mexican Government 
and lost bis concession. The caller further stated that 
NIETO is an extreme liberal. He did not know NIETO'S address 
in Miami and could not furpisb a description of him. The 
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caller terminated the conversation before any additional 
Information could be obtained. 


It vas suggested that NIETO might possibly be 
Identical with the ROBERTO NIETO mentioned In the report of 
SA JAMES J, O’CONNOR, dated 12-20-63, at Miami, entitled 
”LEE HARVEY OSWALD, aka, IS - RUSSIA - CUBA”.

Investigation of ROBERTO NIETO originally was 
predicated upon Information from CIA, clafif " 

who advised on 12-7r63, that on 12-6-63, aj 
had reported to CIA that the assassination 
KENNEDY was allegedly the result of a plot prepared and 
executed Jointly by the Chinese Communists and FIDEL CASTRO 
through Intermediaries. It was advised that the diplomat 
had obtained his Information from an unidentified source, 
tentatively described by the diplomat as ’’very good”. 


The allegation was that FIDEL CASTRO Is extremely 
worried over the current Investigation Into the assassination 
and the possible findings; that the plot was arranged by 
Chinese Communists and Cuban sympathizers: that about a 
dozen persons who were privy to the plot have been 
provisionally Jailed In Cuba to prevent any Indiscretions 
which could prove dangerous to the Cuban Government at this 
time. The diplomat’s source was fearful his own arrest was 
Imminent. 

The allegation continued that one (First Name 
Unknown) SAAVEDRA, an alleged close friend of CELIA SANCHEZ, 
the latter, secretary of FIDEL CASTRO, had uttered 
Indiscretions In Cuba which pointed to the complicity of 
the Chinese Communists and CASTRO In the assassination. 

Also, according to the allegation, the 
Intermediaries In the plot located In Dallas, Texas, are 
RAMON B\ CORTES, Identified as half Mexican and half 
American, and (First Name Unknown) FERNANDEZ FEITO, 

Identified as a Cuban. These men were alleged to have 
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been financed throu^b an unidentified bank at 14 Wall 
Street, New York City. 


CIA advised it was further reported that a 
Cuban refugee, ROBERT NIETO, residing at ^5040 Westwo^ 
Lake Drive, South Mlainl, Florida, sight Assess details 
eoncernlng“XORTES and FERNANDEZ. 






On 12-8-63, ROBERTO NIETO DIAZ GRANADOS, born 
10-29-15, in Cuba, resident at 5040 Westwood Lake Drive, 
South Miami, Florida, stated he had been an attorney in 
Havana, Cuba, before arriving in the United States as a 
refugee bn 1-1-62. He knew no one named RAMON B« CORTES 
|Or anyon^w^^he surname FERNANDEZ FEITO. He did not 
)cnow any|HH|^^piplomat nor did he know any other person 
named RoSer^^tETO. 


On 11-14-67, it was determined that ROBERTO 
NIETO, above, had moved about two years ago, reportedly 
going to the area of New York City. 


On 11-16-67, records of the Cuban Refugee 
Center, Miami, show a ROBERTO NIETO, no further Identification 
available, as of the beginning of 1966, was living at 211-48th 
Street, Apartment 3E, Union City, New Jersey. 

On the same date, the records of INS, Miami, 
were negative on ROBERTO NIETO DIAZ GRANADOS, who had 
lived at 5040 Westwood Lake Drive, South Miami, Florida. 

The rwcords of INS on 11-15-67, disclosed a 
file pertaining to a Mexican citizen named ROBERTO NIETO 
GOMEZ, Alien Registration No 6,509,665. He was born 
12-5-32, in the City of Celaya Guanajuato, Mexico. As of 
1946, he attended the Kemper Military School at Booneville, 
Missouri. As of September, 1950, he became a student at the 
University of Miami, pursuing a course in Business 
Administration. He continued his studies until the beginning 
of 1955. During this period he possessed a student visa. 

There was no indication he graduated. 


Following is a description of NIETO GOMEZ as 
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It is logical to assime that ROBEBTO NIETO 

of Mexican descent, is, therefore, possibly identical to 
the individual who was reported by the anonyaous source to the 
San Antonio Office on 10-16-67. He aay also be identical to 
the individual reported by CIA in December, 1963. 



Miami will await results of the above and continue 
ii^efforts to locate and determine the activities of NIETO 
vbo might possibly still be in the Miami area.

2. This Agency would not object to the release to 
Fensterwald of these photographs with the background 
cropped out, which we understand is the form in which 
they were shown to Gutierrez. The cropping should, 

of course, be done in such a manner that it is permanent 
and cannot be removed to reveal the background. 

3. We cannot specifically certify that the photographs 
furnished for display to Gutierrez were copies made 
from those photographs which were made available to 
the Legal Attache on November 22-23, 1963, but from 
the information available we are reasonably sure that 
they are’ either the same photographs or copies thereof.

5. The security classification of the photographs is

6. The reason why this Agency would object to the 
release of the uncropped photographs is that they would 
reveal intelligence sources and methods which by statute 
the Director of Central Intelligence is responsible for 
protecting from unauthorized disclosure (section 102(d)(3) 

of the National Security Act of 1947, as amended). Pursuant 
to that statutory requirement, the photographs were clas- 
sified in accordance with Executive Order 10501, and this 
classification is continued pursuant to the provisions of 
Executive Order 11652. Specifically, section 1(B) of 
Executive Order 11652 refers to information which requires 
a substantial degree of protection and among the examples 
is the revelation of intelligence operations. Furthermore, 
this material was assigned to Group 1 under Executive 
Order 10501 and is, therefore, excluded from the General 
Declassification Schedule of Executive Order 11652. If 
appropriately cropped, the intelligence source and method 
problem is eliminated, which is the reason why we answer

your question No. 2 that we would not object to 
release of these photographs with the backgrounds 
cropped out. 


In dealing with the objection to the release of the uncropped 
photographs, we concur in the proposal that a representative of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation nnake an appropriate affidavit with- 
out mention of the Central Intelligence Agency at this time.
